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Release of American hostages held in Lebanon 
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talks with Iran 


WASHINGTON, July 25, 
(Agencies): President Reagan 
suggested today he was ready 
for talks with Iran on the 
release of American hostages 
held by pro-Iranian groupsin 
T Lebanon. 

“If they're willing and ready to 
talk, it’s time," Reagan said in 
response to a reporter’s shouted 
question at a White House Rose 
Garden ceremony. 

The reporter had asked: “Are 
you ready to talk to Iran about 
the hostages — is it time?" 

Reagan did not elaborate on 
his reply. 

Discnss 

A Reagan administration 
official said earlier today that 
despite a new US message last 
s, week, Iran still had not senL an 
■ “authorised” reply to American 
entreaties about talks on normal- 
ising relations between the two 
countries. 

The message reiterated US 
desires to discuss ties with 


Tehran and did not prescribe 
-conditions for a resumption of 
relations that were broken in 
April 1980, said the official, who 
spoke on condition of anony- 
mity. 

Reagan did not elaborate 
much, but . an administration 
official noted earlier in the day 
that the United States had sent a 
new message to Iran last week 
asking about the possibility of 
talks aimed at normalising rela- 
tions. Tehran still has not sent an 
“authorised” reply, the official 
said. 

Sheikh Mohammed Hussein 
Fadlallah, the spiritual guide of 
the pro-Iranian Hezbollah,, 
called yesterday for a happy end- 
ms; to the captivity of at least 1 8 
Westerners held hostage in 
Lebanon. 

Fadlallah's apparent over- 
tures also coincided with US 
statements that Washington 
would be willing to discuss the 
hostage issue with Iran, but 
wbuld not negotiate any deals for 
their release. 



Reagan 

The foreign hostages in 
Lebanon are believed held in 
Beirut’s suburbs by captors with 
suspected links to the pro-Iran- 
ian Hezbollah led by Fadlallah. 

“Some slates with hostages in 
Lebanon exploited this affair for 
the interest of their control in the 
world. America has complicated 
the issue,” the leader said in a 
sermon at a mosque in the 
predominantly Shiite Muslim 
neighbourhood of Beir Al Abed 
in southern Beirut 

“We call on all parties to 


resolve this matter objectively 
and bring it to a happy ending 
without media manipulations,” 
said Fadlallah, who is considered 
to be Iran's most important 
representative in Lebanon. 

His remarks were viewed as a 
call for negotiations to free the 
hostages. 

But US Defence Secretary 
Frank Cariucci said be is willing 
to discuss the hostage issue with 
Iran. He, however, ruled out cut- 
ting any deals with the Tehran 
government 

“We have consistently said we 
would be prepared to enter in to a 
dialogue with Iran.” Cariucci 
said on NBC's meet the press. 

“We’re obviously not going to 
discuss any quid pro quo, but if 
the Iranians want to talk to us 
about the hostage situation and 
how they're going to go about 
influencing their release, we'd be 
delighted to talk to them about 
it” Cariucci said. “I'm not in the 
slightest suggesting there should 
be any deal for the hostages. That 
is contrary to our policy.” 


Iraqi commander 
dies in crash 

MANAMA, July 25, (UPI): Lt 
Gen. Maher Abdul Rashid, con- 
sidered the most-decorated com- 
mander in the Iraqi armed forces, 
was killed in a plane crash, the 
Bahrain-basea Gulf News 
Agency said yesterday. 

Rashid, nicknamed ■ Iraq's 
“Rommd” by Western news- 
men, was killed on Saturday, 
GNA said, quoting an announ- 
ement by the general command 
of the Iraqi armed forces. 


Iraq pledges to withdraw 
from captured towns 
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BAGHDAD, July 25, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq said today it would 
-continue; its. withdrawal from 
recently captured Iranian 
territory as Gulf war peace talks 
approached at the United 
Nations. . 

Announcers on state-run Iraqi 
television broke, into regularly 
scheduled- programmes to 
announce that Iraqi troops' 
would pull back tomorrow from 
all the towns captured in the cen- 
tral border region in an offensive 
last week. 

"They will be withdrawn in 
line with our declared policy that 
we have no territorial ambitions 
in Iran” the communique read. 

Forcing 

The announcement brought 
hopes that an uneasy calm could 
settle on the war fronts as 
ceasefire talks begin this week in 
New York between United 
Nations Secretary-General 
Perez de Cuellar and the Iranian 
and Iraqi foreign ministers. 

Iraq’s announcement came as 
Iran claimed it attacked Iraqi 
forces on two fronts in the south- 
ern and central sectors of the 
front forcing them to retreat 25 
miles (40 kilometres) and killing 
or wounding 1,500 Iraqis in the 
south. 


. Iran’s Islamic Republic News 
Agency (IRNA)also said its for- 
ces had inflicted heavy losses on 
Iraqi troops in the central sector, 
which Iraq says it will evacuate 
tomorrow. 

The agency claimed Iranians 
had downed an Iraqi fighter 
plane over the border town of 
Sar-e-Pol Zahab yesterday, but 
Baghdad denied the claim. 

Downed 

The nightly high command 
communique said Iraqi jets and 
helicopter gunships had flown 
261 sorties and combat missions 
during the preceding 24 hours, 
inflictingheavy losses in men and 
equipment on the Iranians. 

It said two Iranian jets, one a 
US-made F-5 and the other an F- 
4 Phantom, were shot down by 
anti-aircraft fire as they tried to 
cross into Iraq on the central 
warfronL 

Another Iranian F-5 was dow- 
ned by patrolling Iraqi jets over 
the same sector of the front, the 
communique said. All Iraqi air- 
craft returned to base safely, it 
added. 

The communique said the 
Iraqi Navy launched three mis- 
sile strikes on the Nawraz oilfield 
in the northern Gulfand another 
unnamed oil well. 


It said the targets "were left 
destroyed and in flames." 

Yesterday Iraq said it had 
pulled back from Iranian land 
seized in a drive toward therity of 
Ahvaz in southern Iran last 
week. 

The two Iraqi offensives, 
which occurred after Iran said it 
had accepted a United Nations 
Security Council demand for a 
ceasefire, prompted Iranian 
leaders to call tor front line 
volunteers and to accuse Iraq of 
trying to sabotage peace efTorts. 

Today’s communique said 
Iraq has “taught the Iranian 
regime a lesson. We will wait to 
see how they will react vis-a-vis 
peace and direct negotiations." 

Targets 

The communique identified 
the towns being evacuated as 
Qasr-e-Shirin, Gilan Gharb. 
Soummar and Sar-e-Pol Zahab. 
It also said the villages of Sale 
Abad, Mir Abad and Golan 
would be left behind. 

The announcement from the 
Iraqi genera] command implied 
that the Iraq is deliberately pulled 
back. 

IRNA said Iranian com- 
batants “liberated” the Abuzar

DUBAI, July 25, (Reuter): An 
Iranian frigate, shadowed by a 
US warship, began questioning 
ships in the southern Gulf today 
for the first time since Iran accep- 
ted a UN ceasefire call a week 
ago. 

The Iranian vessel was spotted 
eight: miles northwest of Dubai 
-with an American guided missile 
frigate, the Fahrion, two miles 
behind. 

MantzarHs, who flew near the 
ships in a helicopter, said the 
Iranian, frigate spent two hours 
questioning merchant vesels in 
the Strait of Hormuz, With the 
US warship keeping watch. ... 

Shipping sources said the 
appearance of the Iranian war- 
ship — one of two frigates, the 
Alvand or the Alborz — was 
ominous as it was the firstrepor- 
ted Iranian naval activity since 
Tehran accepted the UN 
ceasefire call. 

‘It would tend to wreck the 
whole peace process if they blas- 
ted something now.” said one 
source, adding this was unlikely 
, as-lrau normally only hit neutral ' 
shipping after Iraq hitits tankers.

UN chief ‘to announce’ 
ceasefire date in 10 days 


UNITED NATIONS. July 25, 
(Reuter): Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar expects to 
be able to announce in 10 days* 
time a dale for the start of a 
ceasefire in the Gulf war, the 
Security Council president said 
today. 

“The expectation of the 
secretary-general, which is 
shared by the members of the 
council, is that in 10 days time it 
will be possible for him to 
announce the date, the D-Day,” 
Brazilian Ambassador Paulo 
Nogueira-Batista told reporters. 

The actual date for the start of 
the ceasefire would depend on 
data obtained by a UN team of 
military experts dispatched Lo 
the area, he said. 

Hoped 

Perez de Cuellar said earlier he 
hoped to begin separate talks 
with the foreign ministers of Iran 
and Iraq on Wednesday aimed at 
implementing a ceasefire resolu- 
tion adopted by the council just 
over a year ago but fully accepted 
by Iran only last week. 

He told reporters it was “per- 
haps a little early to ask for direct 
talks,” as Iraq had proposed. 

Perez de Cuellar, who was 
questioned on his way to Security 
Council consultations on an 
Iranian complaint that Iraq had 
used chemical weapons in last 
week’s fighting, added: “I am 


hopeful we can at some stage 
contemplate direct talks." 

After the consultations, the 
council president told reporters 
he would discuss the chemical 
weapons charges when the Iran- 
ian and Iraqi- foreign ministers 
arrived in New York. 

“Any allegations of chemical 
weapons have to be demon- 
strated. It is a matter of investiga- 
tion.” Nogueira-Batista said. 

Position 

“All 1 can tell you at this stage 
is that council members are 
profoundly worried, concerned, 
with the repeated use of chemical 
weapons in this conflict, and this 
is something about which we will 
have to talk to both ministers as 
they come to New York.” 

He said foreign ministers Ali 
Akbar Velayali of Iran and 
Tareq Aziz of Iraq had asked to 
see him. He was prepared to meet 
them “and, on behalf of the 
council, to state the council's 
position to both of them.” 

Velayati was due in New York 
later today to represent the 
Tehran government in the talks 
with the secretary-general, who 
said he expected Aziz to arrive 
tomorrow. 

“I hope my talks will siart on 
Wednesday,” Perez de Cuellar 
said. “1 am hopeful we can make 
progress in the sense of 
implementing Resolution 598.”

Islam bans controversy 
during haj: King Fahd 


BAHRAIN. July 25, (Agencies): 
King Fahd of Saudi Arabia said 
today he regretted Iran's 
decision lb boycott this year's 
pilgrimage to Makkah. 

“I regret not seeing Iranian 
pilgrims this year.” the king said 
in televised remarks to heads of 
pilgrimage t haj) delegu lions. 

In a later formal speech read 
for him on television, marking 
the Eid AI Adha at the end of the 
annual pilgrimage. King Fahd 
said Islam bans controversy dur- 
ing the haj and orders M uslints to 
perfect the ritual in “calm and 
politeness.” 

Saudi Arabia, which cut ties 
with Iran in April, was ready to 
receive Iranian pilgrims, but due 
to “certain circumstances, not 
from the kingdom's side but 


from the authorities in Iran.” the 
Iranians stayed away this year, 
he said. 

Iran decided to boycott the haj 
to protest a new quota system 
which cut the number of poten- 
tial Iranian pilgrims from 
150.000 to 45,000. 

Relief 

The king in his speech, read on 
television by Information Mini- 
ster Ali Hassan Al Shaer. expres- 
sed his country's relief to hear of 
Iran's acceptance of United 
Nations Resolution 598 ordering 
a ceasefire in the Iran-lraq war. 

“We welcome the return of 
peace to the Gulf region and 
reiterate our keenness for peace 
and stability to prevail between 
the two Muslim neighbours Iraq 


and Iran.” he added. 

The king then called for unity 
in the Muslim world to enable it 
to pass “this crilicial and dan- 
gerous era in our long history 

this requires that we remain alert 
and lo review our divisions and 
dilTerences in opinion.” 

The king saluted Muslim 
rebels in Afghanistan and said 
“from these holy places a greet- 
ing of admiration and apprecia- 
tion accompanied by sincere 
congratulations for the immin- 
ent i-i'eralion,” of Afghanistan 
from communist rule. 

Riyadh • has supported the 
rebels against Soviet and Kabul 
government troops in Afghanis- 
tan.

Sikh terrorists kill high priest 


AMRITSAR. July 25. < Reuter): 
Sikh extremists shot dead one of 
their faith's five high priests 
today in an attack officials said 
sent shockwaves through Lhe 
moderate Sikh community. 

Sohan Singh was gunned 
down as he arrived fora meeting 
of moderate Sikh religious and 
political leaders in the industrial 
city of Ludhiana in north Indy's 
Punjab state. 

He had been appointed only 
recently as high priest of the Gol- 
den Temple. Sikhdom's holiest 
shrine. 

Bhan Singh, a senior member 
of the faith’s administrative 
body, was also killed in the attack 
by three gunmen armed with 


AK-47 automatic rifles. 

Police said another adminis- 
trative leader, Mai Singh Ghu- 
nun, was seriously wounded. 

Efforts 

All three had been warned 
their elTorts to unite moderate 
Sikhs against extremists fighting 
for an independent homeland 
would end in death, police said. 

Police said more moderate 
leaders could have been killed in 
the carefully planned attack but 
were late for the meeting. 

The attack was immediately 
condemned by other moderate 
Sikhs, including former Punjab 
Chief Minister Suijit Singh Bar- 
nala. 

They said the deaths were an 


“irreparable loss” to the entire 
Sikh community. 

Sohan Singh was put on the 
extremist hit lisL for collaborat- 
ing with the government when he 
helped resume religious riles at 
the Golden Temple in Lhe holy 
city of Amritsar after a 10-day 
siege by government forces in 
May. 

Siege 

More than 30 extremists 
barricaded inside Lhe temple 
were killed during the siege and 
another 1 50 surrendered. 

The extremists later nomin- 
ated their own head priests. 

Elsewhere in Punjab, 
extremists shot dead a nine-year- 
oid schoolgirl and a teacher when 


they opened fire on a primary 
school. 

Three other schoolgirls were 
injured in the attack in Hoshiar- 
pur district. The reason for the 
attack was not immediately 
known. 

Nearly 1 ,600 people have been 
killed so far this year in Punjab as 
militants intensify their cam- 
paign for a homeland they call 
KJialistan (land of the pure). 

Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi 
has repeatedly rejected demands 
for a separate Sikh homeland. 

In an interview published 
today he also ruled out giving the 
north Indian state more auton- 
omy in a bid to end the bloody 
separatist campaign. 


Troops control sensitive areas 

Gujarat policemen disarmed 


BOMBAY. July 25. (Reuter): 
The Indian Army and 
paramilitary forces took over 
security in the western stale of 
Gujarat today and disarmed 
police to prevent a mutiny, 
officials !>aid. 

The Gujarat government 
accused police unions of black- 
mail jn pursuit ofbetter pay and 
conditions and of looting and 
arson. 

Deputy Gujarat police chief 
P.C. Pande said in a telephone 
interview' the soldiers and 
paramilitary forces had taken 
control of all sensitive areas in a 
state prone to communal clashes 
between Hind us and Muslims. 

The crackdown started yester- 
day with the arrest of Ashok 
Bhatt. a police inspector who was 
head of the state's police unions, 
for what the government called 
"serious criminal activities.” 


Nearly 20 of his colleagues 
were also arrested and 55 union 
activists dismissed from the force 
as police were disarmed and their 
armouries taken overby soldiers. 

Gujarat Chief Minister Amar- 
sinh Chaudhry went on tele- 
vision to accuse the police unions 
of blackmail. He charged that 
police had threatened strikes at 
times of communal tension and 
accused them of looting and 
arson. 

Manner 

Chaudhry appeared to be 
referring to incidents in June. 
1987 when police threatened to 
go on strike during a Hindu 
religious festival that had often 
resulted in violence with 
Muslims. 

The government charged at 
the lime that police were respon- 
sible for a wave of arson and 


looting of shops. 

Pande said Gujarat's main 
cities were peaceful today and 
that most policemen were ignor- 
ing Bhatt's call for an indefinite 
strike. 

Bhatt made the cull in a speech 
to colleagues after his release by a 
magistrate who ruled the manner 
ofhis arrest was illegal. 

Bhatt called for a strike until 
the Gujarat government rescin- 
ded its dissolution of the police 
unions and ordered the rein- 
statement of those dismissed 
from the force. 

"The Army is still manning 
police posts, but a large number 
of police who deserted their posts 
yesterday are reporting For 
duty," Pande said. 

Chaudhry suggested in his 
television address he would not 
reverse the decision to ban the 
police unions.

Two shot dead on 


Zia accuses 
India of 
inciting Sind 
violence 

ISLAMABAD. July 25. (AP): 
Pakistan President Mohammad 
Zia-ul-Haq today accused India 
of meddling in Pakistani affairs 
by inciting ethnic violence in the 
southern province of Sind. 

"We have fundamental proof, 
evidence to show to our friends in 
India that they have been inter- 
fering in Sind by trying to isolate 
Sind from the rest of Pakistan." 
Zia said of the disturbances that 
have broken oui four months 
before scheduled elections. 

In the last two months, more 
than 40 people have been killed 
and more than a 100 injured in 
ethnic clashes in Sind. 

Erupted 

In the latest case, a Hyderabad 
municipal councillor was killed 
during an assassination attempt 
on the city's mayor, who was 
shot. Hyderabad, which is 110 
miles (176 kilometres) north of 
the port city of Karachi. then was 
rocked by riots that killed at least 
seven people. 

Pakistan's Army was sent in to 
quell the violence after mobs set 
fire to several cars, banks and 
shops. A shoot-on-sight curfew 
was imposed. 

The trouble has erupLed bet- 
ween Indians who emigrated lo 
Pakistan after the 1947 partition 
and Sindhis pushing for the 
independence of Sind. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 25. (Agencies); The blood of 
Muslims, Christians and Jews 
flowed in the holy land as all 
three faiths prayed for peace. 

The Muslim feast of Eid Al 
Adha began in violence yester- 
day as Israeli troops shot dead 
two Palestinians and injured at 


least six. Al the same lime an 
Army officer was wounded in the 
head" by stone-throwing Arab 
demonstrators. 

The bloodshed cut across 
religious barriers — Muslims on 
the first day of their feast, Jews 
on the Tisha B*av fast and Chris- 
tians attending Sunday church

Armenians go back to work 


MOSCOW. July 25. (AP): 
Armenians in troubled 
Nagorno-Karabakh today went 
back to tending fields, driving 
buses and building homes as a 
two-month strike for annexation 
with Armenia came to an end. 
residents and stale-run media 
said. 

Tbe disgruntled Armenian 
population's decision to end 
protest strikes signals the first 
step towards a return to normal 
in the region that has been in 
tumult since February. 

However, an engineer in the 
regional centre of Stepanakert 
said some oF Nagorno- 
Karabakh's 162.000 residents 
will continue the campaign for 
annexation with Armenia. 

“Today people went to work. 
Transport is operating and we 
have ended our strikes." repor- 
ted the engineer for the state 
broadcasting committee. She 
declined to give her name. 
Decision 

“The solution is still very 
tense." she saiH by telephone. 
“The decision has done little for 
us and we will continue this fight 
to the end. But what is the sense 
of continuing lo strike?" 

The Kremlin leader decided a 
week ago that Nagorno- 
Karabakh. which is predomin- 
antly Armenian and Christian, 

Ne Win’s 

resignation 

accepted 

RANGOON. July 25, (Reuter): 
Burma's ruling Socialist Party 
today approved the resignation 
of its chairman Ne Win, who has 
held unchallenged power since a 
1962 coup. Western diplomats 
quoting party sources said. 

They said an extraordinary 
congress of the Burma Socialist 
Programme Party {BSPP) accep- 
ted the resignation of party chief 
Ne Win, 11, and of his heir 
apparent, vice-chairman and 
state president San Yu, 70. 

The diplomats said the con- 
gress approved a package of 
reform aimed at reviving the 
moribund state-run economy 
but rejected a proposal for a 
referendum lo decide whether to 
abandon the one-party system 
and adopt a multi-party 
democracy. 

They said resignations submit- 
ted by four other veteran party 
leaders were turned down. 

A delegate said the party “felt 
a deep sense of sorrow” at Ne 
Win's decision. 

He said Ne Win and five other 
veteran leaders who quit should 
“continue to provide leadership 
until all the difficulties being 
encountered today are solved." 

The delegate from Kachin 
state in the north-east urged the 
BSPP chairman to stay on and 
said it was premature to consider 
abandoning one-party rule. 

Force 

The military established the 
BSPP in 1 962 as the sole political 
force at a tiiiie when the govern- 
ment was enfeebled by squab- 
bling among parties and the 
unity of Burma was threatened 
by the armed ethnic revolts. 

In his speech to the congress 
Aye Ko, the party general 
secretary, conceded the econ- 
omic decay in the country, which 
has slipped from prosperity to 
poverty under Ne Win. 

Aye Ko said co-operatives and 
private traders must be allowed 
“to engage in all internal and 
external trading business." It 
would still be necessary to con- 
trol export of rice and other 
grains to ensure sufficient 
domestic supplies. 

The slate would retain control 
of communications, oil, mining, 
gem trading and arms produc- 
tion. 

Otherwise private enterprise 
would be allowed, along with 
state concerns, to “establish and 
operate ail light, medium and 
heavy industries." The state 
monopoly on fishing and owner- 
ship and use of farm machinery 
should end, he said. 


will remain part of Ihc mostly 
Muslim Azerbaijan 1 Republic 
that has ruled the mountainous 
district since 1923. 

Armenians had staged a vocal 
campaign for annexation by 
Armenia, contending they suf- 
fered discrimination under the 
Azerbaijanis. 

The annexation drive was 
opposed by the Azerbaijani 
leadership, and the struggle over 
control of Nagorno-Karabakh 
fuelled ethnic tensions in the 
Caucasus mountain region set- 
tled by dozens of different ethnic 
groups. 

Violence 

Mass demonstrations by 
Armenians in Nagorno- 
Karabakh and in the Armenian 
capital of Yerevan drew hun- 
dreds of thousands when the 
annexation campaign began in 
February. The ethnic battle tur- 
ned violent on Feb 2S. when 
youths went on a rampage in the 
Azerbaijani port of Sumgait, 
killing 26 Armeniansand six oth- 
ers. 

Last Wednesday, after the 
national leadership's rejection of 
the bid was made public in 
Yerevan, activists called for a 
five-day strike in protest. But 
most residents heeded official 
warnings and went back to work. 


Strikes continued in Nagorno- 
Karabakh through the weekend, 
but state-run Radio Moscow- 
reported today most workers in 
the region had returned to work. 

Neither Radio Moscow nor 
the engineer reached in Stepan- 
akert explained why the residents 
decided to return to work, and 
other calls to the region did not 
go through. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev in a speech a week ago urged 
a Lougher stance on the ethnic 
strife. 

Meeting 

The official news agency Tass 
said a special meeting of the 
Armenian Communisi. Party 
leadership took place on Sunday 
at which local officials were 
blamed for allowing the annexa- 
tion drive to get out of hand. 

National party leaders noted 
“the situation that has shaped in 
the republic over the recent mon- 
ths has been a result of gross 
miscalculations and errors in the 
political, organisational and 
ideological work of party com- 
mittees, of primary party organ- 
isations. 

Tass said Armenians party 
officials “failed to sense the 
political danger of unjustifiable 
calls for revision of the existing 
national-territorial structure." 


Pravda. the party's central 
newspaper, also criticised 
Armenian party leaders for their 
“political immaturity.” 

On Friday. Tass reported that 
criminal proceedings had begun 
against the director of the publi- 
shing house in Nagorno- 
Karabakh. it said the chiefs of 
other enterprises who had 
encouraged strikes were being 
disciplined. 

Lawsuits, the agency said, had 
been filed against some 
executives for damages caused to 
the state in goods that were not 
produced or transported. 

Nagorno-Karabakh's Com- 
munist Party leader Genrikh 
Pogosyan issued an appeal on 
television for people to go back 
to work and make up the damage 
to the region's economy. 

Soviet' Television reported at 
the weekend that people were 
worn out by the strikes which it 
said had lasted for almost six 
months. Previous reports said 
sporadic stoppages staned in 
March and a general strike began 
in mid-May.' 

But the television also noted 
some “instigators" were dis- 
tributing leaflets urging workers 
not to return to their jobs. 

Some residents of Stepanakert 
insisted that they were not giving 
up hope for union with .Armenia.

To break deadlock on new accord 

Greece opens talks on US bases 


ATHENS, July 25. (Reuter): 
Greece, which has put pressure 
on the United Slates by setting a 
deadline for the removal of all 
American military bases, began 
fresh talks today aimed at break- 
ing the deadlock on a new bases 
agreement. 

The week-long Greek-LlS 
negotiating effort will aim to end 
an impasse which has persisted 
since talks opened last Novem- 
ber. Seven previous rounds failed 
to make progress. 

The American negotiators, led 
by Ambassador Alan Flanigan, 
and the Greek team, led by 
NATO Ambassador Christos 
Zaharakis. opened talks at the 
Foreign Ministry this morning. 

The talks come after Greece 
formally notified Washington on 
July 13 that the present bases 
agreement signed in 1983, would 
be terminated in December. • 

Under the accord the 


Americans then have 17 months, 
or until June 1990. to remove 
four major military bases, some 
20 smaller installations and some 
3,700 personnel. 

“The presence of the US bases 
in our country is terminated on 
Dec 21, 1988,” Greek govern- 
ment spokesman Sotiris Kos- 
lopoulos told reporters before 
the eighth round began. 

“Essentially, the bases don't 
exist Legally, their presence is 
ended. Therefore, Lhe negotia- 
tions under way, at the request of 
the United Slates, are on a zero 
basis. 

New accord 

“We are not negotiating an 
extension of the 1983 agreement 
but a new agreement starting 
from a zero basis." he added. 

After Greece gave formal 
notification the present accord 
would be terminated, the 


Americans said they were con- 
fident a new agreement would be 
signed. 

'But Kostopoulos rejected 
newspaper reports that a secret 
deal was struck with the 
Americans, which was said to 
assure Washington the bases 
would eventually be permitted to 
slay. 

He repeated previous state- 
ments that a new agreement must 
“serve the highest national 
interests of our country" and 
that any new accord would be 
put to a national referendum 
before the Greek government 
signed. 

"Greek negotiators have insis- 
ted that the two sides first 
guarantee Greece’s national 
interests in the accord before 
moving on to technical matters. 
It is on the question of the 
guarantees that the talks are 
deadlocked. 


Society more 
permissive 
in 1980s 

LONDON, July 25, (KUNA): 
The so-called “swinging” 
1960 s. long thought here as a 
decade of “free love." sexual 
permissiveness and liberated 
attitudes is a myth, according 
to a survey today. 

In fact, according to Lhe report, 
the supposedly austere and 
AIDS-fearing 1980 s are 
more liberated in terms of 
social altitudes and male- 
female relationships. 

More partners now live together 
before marrying, fewer even- 
tually wed in church, divorces 
have increased, and 
illegitimacy no longer carries 
Lhe social stigma it once did, 
the survey by Britain's Family 
Policy Studies Centre 
revealed. 

'‘The image of the 1 960 s as an 
era of the ‘permissive society' 
seems greatly distorted,’' said 
the report's editor Melanie 
Henwood. 

“Despite their long hair and psy- 
chedelic clothes, most of the 
hippie generations were 
actually a pretty conservative 
lot who got married in church, 
had children and established 
. traditional families with ; dad 
out a t work and m umat home 
with Lhe children," she added. 


Israel withdraws 
spies from Britain 


LONDON, July 25, (Reuter): 
Israel and Britain were silent 
today about reports that Israel 
withdrew five agents of its Mos- 
sad secret sendee from opera- 
tions in London but British 
government sources said such a 
move was likely. 

“It is plausible that the Israelis 
have decided to modify Lheir 
activities,” one government 
source said. 

According to British news- 
papers Mossad has dismantled 
an entireespionagecellin Britain 
in the past six weeks following a 
diplomatic row over its activities 
in Britain. 

Both the Foreign Office and 
Israeli Embassy officials in Lon- 
don declined to comment. The 
reports said diplomatic and 
security sources confirmed five 
agents left Britain on Thursday 
with their families on separate El 
Al flights. 

Murder 

Relations between Britain and 
Israel have been strained since 
Ismael Sowan, 28, a Palestinian 
who admitted working for Mos- 
sad, was jailed for 1 1 years by the 
London High Court las( month. 

' Convicted of storing a rim for 
the Palestine Uberation . Organ-, 


isation (PLO), Sowan said his 
actions were partof spying duties 
for Israel. 

He also admitted working 
with and spying on Abdul Rahim 
Mustapha, a Palestinian wanted 
in connection with Lhe murder in 
London of AJi Adhami, a car- 
toonist critical of the PLO. 

After the trial, Britain expelled 
one PLO representative and an 
Israeli attache, Arie Regev, say- 
ing activities incompatible with 
diplomatic status by embassy 
personnel would not be 
tolerated. 

British newspapers quoted 
security sources here as saying 
the Israeli agents were with- 
drawn to forestall more discord 
between the countries whose 
relations have been shaken lately 
by two other issues. 

Israel protested to Britian 
earlier this month about its latest 
arms deal with Saudi Arabia, 
estimated to be worth between 
S20 and 30 billion. 

A week ago, British Foreign 
Office Minister David Mellor 
was reported to have compared 
Israel’s policy towards Palestin- 
ians with South Africa’s treat- 
ment ofhlacks. in.an interview 
with the Cairo weekly Akhbar 
EL-Yom . ■ .

WAS HI NGTON, July 25, (AP): 
Michael Dukakis, back in Bos- 
ton for the first time since win- 
ning the Democratic nomination 
last week, goes to work today in 
the statehouse. 

Vice President George Bush, 
the certain Republican nominee, 
got mixed reviews when he 
sought to shore up support 
among women. 

The Massachusetts governor, 
returning last night from a three- 
day campaign trip, was greeted 
warmly by about 150 people in 
soggy weather at Boston's Logan 
international airport. 

Curtailed 

Dukakis and vice presidential 
nominee Uovd Bentsen travelled 
to five states, including the key 
fall battlegrounds of California 
and Texas. They set off on their 
inaugural campaign trip last 
week, just after accepting their 
respective nominations at the 
Democratic national convention 
in Atlanta. 


The Republicans, meanwhile, 
were looking ahead to their own 
convention, which opens three 
weeks from today in New 
Orleans. 

Bush was back in Washington 
today after spending five days on 
the road. His campaign between 
now and the opening of the 
Republican gathering in next 
month mil be curtailed because 
he has spent nearly the legal limit 
for pre-convention campaign- 
ing. 

Bui the White House said yes- 
terday that President Reagan 
probably will campaign on 
Bush's behalf between now and 
the convention. That word came 
from White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwater as Reagan was 
flying back from California, 
where he was vacationing. 

Also aboard was Treasury 
Secretary James Baker IU. who 
had been in California for a 
weekend fund-raiser, and his 
presence fuelled new speculation 
about an imminent departure 


from the administration to run 
Bush's campaign. 

When reporters sent Baker a 
note asking him to come back 
and talk to them about the mat- 
ter, he sent back a dollar bill and 
suggested that reporters take a 
close look at the banknote bear- 
ing his signature. 

Title 

“Please note the title under the 
signature,” Baker wrote. That 
title, ofcourse. is Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Baker's status isn’t the only 
source of speculation surround- 
ing the Bush campaign . The Vice 
President travelled to 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, yes- 
terday with former Transporta- 
tion Secretary Elizabeth Han- 
ford Dole, who has been men- 
tioned as a potential running 
mate. 

But campaign manager Lee 
Atwater said Bush won’t reveal 
his choice of a running mate until 
next month in New Orleans.

This was followed by the 
slaughtering of Lhe sheep, a sym- 
bolic sacrifice lo commemorate 
the occasion when *God asked 
Abraham to sacrifice his son. 
Ismail, substituting him for a 
sheep at the last moment. 

Symbolic 

The earlier stone- throwi ng is a 
symbolic rejection of evil, or. 
Satan, carried out by the casting 
of seven pebbles at three pillars 
on Lhe plain of Mina. This recalls 
the action by Abraham who 
stoned the devil three times to 
avoid being tempted into dis- 
obeying God’s command lo 
sacrifice his soil 

King Fahd, the Custodian of 
the Two Holy Shrines, and 
Crown Prince Abdullah, arrived 
in Mina on Saturday to supervise 
the final stages of the haj.

Insurgency broken, says Aquino 


MANILA. July 25, (APJ: 
President Corazon Aquino said 
today the 1 9-year-old commun- 
ist insurgency is wearing down 
and declared that the rebels’ 
rejection of peace gives her 
government “■the moral hasis for 
war." 

“This may be remembered as 
the year , the insurgency^was 
broken,” M rs Aquino told Con- 
gress in - a nationally televised 
“slate of the nation address.” 

As the President spoke, about 
3 000 leftists rallied at a down- 
town square about 10 kilometres 
away and burned placards show- 
ing her wearing military fatigues. 

Speakers claimed the govern- 
ment had failed to live . up to its 
promises of land reform and 
social justice. 

“For the armed left, it has been 
a yearof defeats and retreats — a 
year of propaganda by terror 
ra ther than the strategic initiative 
of which it had boasted," Mrs 


Aquino said. 

Shemadenodirectrefercnceto 
a call this month by the Catholic 
Bishops Conference of the 
Philippines to resume peace 
talks, which collapsed in January 
1987. 

..Xbe-P/esidenL.jmwed .her 
government would keep open 
“the door of reconciliation” but 
added: “The rejection of our 
peace efforts restored to govern- 
ment the moral basis for war.” 

Force 

“I wish we could still pursue 
the path of peace,” she added. 
“Yet, until the (rebels) and their 
friends come to trust their doc- 
trines to the ballot box rather 
than the (rifle), government has 
no choice but to defend our peo- 
ple with the gun.” 

Last week, Mrs Aquino said 
she was willing to resume peace 
talks but only if the rebels request 
them first. The general command 
of the 25,000-member New Peo- 


ple's Army rejected the call, say- 
ing the government simply wants 
to entrap guerrilla leaders. 

During the address, Mrs 
Aquino said democracy “is beat- 
ing back the challenge of the 
totalitarian left.” 

-She called on Congress to pur- 
sue an agenda to alleviate foreign 
debt, improve education, create 
new Jobs and reduce, poverty. 

Mrs Aquino claimed that in 
the past year, goveraemnt troops 
captured five members of the 
Communist Party central com- 
mittee, 19 staff officers, 397 
regulars and killed about 2,000 
party members. 

The leftist People’s Party, in a 
statement issued before the 
speech, said the President’s 
remarks were simply “an 
apology to the nation." 

“The real state of the nation is 
lived with each passing day,” the 
party said. It is experienced by 
each hungry family.

The in terview was published in 
the July 30 edition ofOgonyok. a 
weekly that has been in the van- 
guard of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev's campaign for open 
discussion of the country's 
problems. 

The Afghan Army isn't strong. 
Tsagolov said, because the ruling 
People's Democratic Parly of 
Afghanistan and the government 
lack popular support and have 
underestimated the threaL of the 
internal armed opposition. 

Tsagolov appeared to predict 
that Islamic fundamentalists 
would lake power in Afghanis- 
tan.

King Hussein plans political changes 

Jordan ‘to lower’ W. Bank profile 


AMMAN, July 25, (Reuter): 
King Hussein plans internal 
political changes which could 
lower Jordan's profile in the 
occupied West Bank, a source 
close lo the government said 
today. 

The king told senior military 
officers of his intention on Sun- 
day when he exchanged greetings 
with them on Eid Al Adha. the 
source said. The changes would 
be made after the feast, which 
ends on Wednesday. 

There were no immediate 
details on what changes King 
Hussein envisaged but political 
sources said they could include a 
cabinet reshuffle, a downgrading 
of the Ministry for Israeli- 
Occupied Territories, and an 
eventual dissolution of the lower 
house of parliament. 

The sources said such moves 
would represent a reappraisal of 
Jordan's policy towards the 


occupied territories following 
the seven-month old Palestinian 
uprising against Israeli rule 
there. Diplomats say the uprising 
has revealed that Amman lacks 
significant support in the West 
Bank, which was pan of Jordan 
from 1950 until Israel overran 
the area and Gaza in 1 967. 

At an Arab summit in Algiers 
last month. King Hussein called 
the uprising a popular revolu- 
tion, denied any territorial ambi- 
tions on the West Bank, and 
pledged ' not to supplant the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) in peace talks. 

His speech started speculation 
in Amman that Jordan might 
take steps to lower its profile in 
the West Bank and end past PLO 
criticism of its role. 

The Ministry for Occupied 
Territories pays the salaries of 
13.000 West Bank civil servants. 
Since November 1986 it has run 


an economic development 
programme which has attracted 
some American funds but no 
Arab backing. 

West Bank deputies, some 
elected by (heir East Bank 
colleagues, comprise half of Jor- 
dan’s 60-member lower house. 

Their role has been uncertain 
since King Hussein declared the 
PLO should take responsibility 
for the West Bank. 

Parliamentary sources said 
many of the deputies had been 
willing to resign last March when 
a leaflet urging them to do so 
circulated in the West Bank. The 
PLO disowned the leaflet. 

The political sources said one 
option to the king was to dissolve 
the present parliament, revived 
in 1984 after a 1 0-year break, and 
to replace it with an appointed 
consultative council similar to 
one which operated from 1 978 to 
1984.

BAGHDAD. July 25, (Reuterl: 
Iraq said it was recalling its 
ambassador from Khartoum in 
protestagainsta Sudan eseeover- 
nment statement implicating an 
Iraqi diplomat in the assassina- 
tion of an Iraqi dissident. 

A Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man, quoted by the official Iraqi 
News Agency, said the allega- 
tions in the statement “were 
based on suspicions, uncertainty 
and scepticism.” 

The news agency said it had 
learned that the Foreign Minis- 
try “had decided to urgently 
recall the Iraqi ambassador in 
Khartoum."

(Reuter): A 
weekend raid by radical Egyp- 
tian Muslims on a more 
moderate group has shown a spUl 
in the country’s Islamic 
movement. 

Supporters of the Jihad organ- 
isation in the southern Egyptian 
town of Assiut attacked gather- 
ings of the more moderate 
Muslim Brotherhood with 
knives and stones on Saturday, 
wounding 13 people. 

The rival groups, competing 
for support especially among 
Egyptian students, had origin- 
ally chosen the same location to 
hold prayer meetings for the Eid 
Al Adha. 

One group of Ikhwan mem- 
bers was making toys to dis- 
tribute to children for the feast 
when Jihad members burst into 
their mosque, breaking windows 
and furniture, security sources 
said. 

The Jihad, responsible for kill- 
ing President Anwar Sadat in 
1981. considered the toy-making 
un-lslamic. the sources said. The 
group also opposes music and 
theatre. 

The Ikhwan. while also sup- 
porting the adoption of strict 
Islamic law in Egypt, is less severe 
in interpreting" Muslim values 
and practices. The Ikhwan does 
not oppose classical music, for 
instance. 

“The Jihad are fighting for 
their existence,” said Moham- 
med Habeeb. a leading Ikhwan 
member in Assiut, after the cla- 
shes. 

He said the Brotherhood was 
gaining strength in Assiut. a 
traditional stronghold for the 
more radical Jihad.

ISLAMABAD, July 25, 
(Reuter): Pakistan wants to buy 
more defence equipment and 
arms from the United Stales. 
Foreign Minister Sababzada 
Yaqub Khan said. 

The official APP news agency 
reported that Yaqub Khan told 
reporters before leaving for 
Washington he would discuss 
Pakistan’s arms needs with US 
officials but did not say what 
weapons he was seeking. 

The United States is a major 
supplier of military and econ- 
omic aid to Pakistan. In May the 
Pentagon said iL intended selling 
Islamabad 11 F- 1 6 fighters and 
560 missiles.

Soviet escorts have drawn less notice 


MANAMA, July 25. (AP): The 
Soviet Union has escorted tank- 
ers carrying Kuwait oil through 
the Gulf for about as long as the 
United States has conducted 
similar operations. But the low- 
key Soviet mission has attracted 
far less notice. 

While criticising the United 
Slates for escalating tensions and 
calling for a United Nations- 
sponsored force to replace 
foreign Navies in the Gulf, the 
Soviets have maintained their 
own floLilla in the strategic 
waterway since late 1986. 

Warships 

Britain, France. Italy, Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands also 
have kept warships in the Gulf in 
the past year. All of these forces, 
along with those of the United 
States, are expected to be 
reduced or removed if a UN- 
sponsored ceasefire to halt the 
I ran- Iraq war takes effect. 

There are usually about 25 to 
30 foreign warshis in the Gulf, 
most of them American. The 
total in the region is around 60, 
including France's sizable Indian 
Ocean fleet, based al Djibouti. 

The exact number of Soviet 


vessels is difficult to pin down, 
but US officials say it has 
remained at about seven to nine 
in the Gulf and nearby waters for 
the past year. 

"Die force normally includes 
two destroyers, plus mine 
sweepers, tugboats and supply 
vessels. 

The Soviet convoys, with one 
or two warships escorting small 

S roups of cargo vessels flying the 
ags of the Soviet Union and 
other Eastern bloc countries, 
often are seen in the Gulf. 
Limited 

Their convoys sail without the 
air cover available to US war- 
ships escorting the US-flagged 
Kuwaiti tankers through the 
Strait of Hormuz, and their radio 
traffic is limited to routine 
exchanges and greetings with the 
warships of other nations. 

The only known example of 
direct co-operation between the 
US and Soviet forces occurred 
last Jan 5. when a Soviet mine- 
hunter advised a US missile 
cruiser in the Gulf that it had 
found a mine, and US helicopters 
took part in a search Tor others. 
The mine eventually was des- 


troyed by the Soviets, according 
to US officials. 

Moscow's naval operations 
are run from a coastal anchorage 
near the United Arab Emirates 
port of Khor Fakkhan. in the 
Gulf of Oman, close to the stag- 
ing area for the US Navy’s 
Kuwaiti tanker convoys. 

The Soviet long have main- 
tained a naval base at Socotra 
Island off the horn of Africa and 
owned by South Yemen, the 
Arab world’s only Marxist state. 
After the lraq-Iran war broke 
out in September 1980. they pos- 
ted one or two warships outside 
Hormuz, the strategic entrance 
to the Gulf. 

Apparent 

The deployment of Soviet war- 
ships to the Gulf never was 
announced, but became 
apparent when two destroyers 
turned up in the waterway shor- 
tly after Iranian gunboats inter- 
cepted two Soviet cargo ships in 
September. 1986. 

In early 1987. Moscow agreed 
to lease three Soviet tankers to 
Kuwait and provide them with 
armed escort. 

The move, seen by some US 


officials as part of efforts by 
Moscow to expand its influence 
in the oiJ-rich region, spurred the 
decision by US President Ronald 
Reagan's administration to 
reflag 1 1 Kuwait-owned tankers 
with the American flag. 

One of the Soviet tankers, the 
679 .870- ton Marshal Chuikov, 
hit a mine oiTKuwait on May 16, 
1987. The incident was obscured 
the next day when the American 
missile frigate Stark was blasted 
by errant Iraqi missiles, killing 37 
sailors. 

Mines 

Except for the Marshal 
Chuikov mining and a few 
reports of Soviet warships find- 
ing mines. US officials S3y they 
are not aware of any incidents 
involving the Soviet forces in the 
past 1 1/2 years. 

The Soviets' Gulf force cons- 
ists of destroyers, of zhe 7,900- 
ton Sovremenny class or the 
8.000-ton Udaloy class, and 
Nalya or Yurka class mine 
sweepers. Foreign naval sources 
have said the ships are difficult to 
identify because the Soviets 
change hull numbers 
periodically. 


Acquitted

There he was told about a 
woman inside with whom he 
could spend the night for the 20 
dinars. 

He claimed that, although he 
refused the offer, he entered the 
buildingand sawa naked woman 

The woman, however, stated 
that she had been looking for a 
house to rent and had entered the 
building simply to escape two 
men who had started chasing her. 
according to a police report. 

The court suspected the plain- 
tiffs testimony because of 
evidence of a dispute between the 
plaintiff and one of the defen- 
dants.

Carlucci defends use of Vincennes 


WASHINGTON, July 25, (Reu- 
ter): Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci denied yesterday that 
the cruiser Vincennes, which shot 
down an Iranian civilian airliner 
on July 3, was the wrong ship to 
have in the sensitive Gulf region 
al the time. 

“it is Lhe best ship to deal with 
the Silkworm missile, and we had 
no real capability to cope with 
the Silkworm missile," Carlucci 
said in a television interview, 
adding the United States con- 
sidered the Chinese-made missile 
that Iran possesses “a real 
threat” to shipping. 

Down 

The- Vincennes mistook the 
Iranian airliner for a fighter and 
brought it down with missiles, 
killing 290 passengers. 

Critics have said the Vincen- 
nes, with its sophisticated 
Aegis Electronics, was made 
for an ocean war rather than for 


use in the crowded Gulf. 

Carlucci said some of the 27- 
ship US force in the Gulf could be 
withdrawn if a successful 
ceasefire was negotiated between 
Iran and Iraq but he refused to 
set a timetable for reducing for- 
ces. 

“We would certainly draw 
down as soon as feasible.’’ he 
said, “we have no desire to be 
there any longer than is necessary 
but we will always maintain a 
presence in the Gulf. 

“We've been there for 40 years 
and we don’t intend to leave." 
Credit 

US warships would only stop 
escorting US-flagged vessels 
carrying on commercial business 
in the Gulf when “we judge it safe 
and prudent to do so.” Carlucci 
said. 

He credited the American 
military presence in the Gulf with 
having "a significant impact on 


Iranian thinking” about contin- 
uing its war with Iraq. Iran 
agreed a week ago to accept a 
United Nations resolution call- 
ing for a ceasefire. 

Carlucci said the United States 
was prepared to resume talks 
directly with Iran’s government, 
“provided they designate 
-somebody officially to talk to us 
and provided they don’t want to 
talk about getting more arras or 
that kind of thing." 

In response to questions, 
Carlucci S3id the United Stales 
was willing to talk with Iran 
about American hostages in the 
Middle East, some held by 
groups considered friendly to 
Iran. 

But he emphasised, “I am not 
in the slightest suggesting that 
there would be any deal for the 
hostages. 

“That is contrary to our 
policy." 


Letter of support 
finally arrives 


MANAMA, July 25, (AP): A let- 
ter signed by about 10.000 people 
expressing support for the cap- 
tain and crew or the USS Vincen- 
nes finally reached the Gulf yes- 
terday, after bouncing around in 
limbo for five days.

The letter, actually a bulky 
package weighing about 50 
pounds, apparently went from 
San Diego, California to Sydney, 
Australia and then back to Lon- 
don before it iajnded here and was 
turned to US Navy officials. 

The letter was not taken off an 
airliner that landed at Bahrain 
last Wednesday, and went on to 


Sydney where it was later found 
and returned to London. 

US Rep. Bill Lowrey, a 
California Republican, spon- 
sored the signature-collection 
campaign last weekend to show 
. citizen support for the Vincennes 
after it mistakenly shot down an 
Iranian jetliner, killing all 290 
aboard, on July 3. 

San Diego is the missile 
cruiser-sport. 

One navy source, who asked 
no to be named, said US officials 
were "not oveijoved" about the 
project even before the letter 
went astray, because it drew new 
attention to the jetliner tragedy 
just as an international furore 
over the incident was waning.

Safar said that it was very dif- 
ficult to say whether dust-storms 
in Kuwait were either increasing 
or decreasing, but stressed that 
they were certainly worse than 
those affecting countries south of 
Kuwait. He said that low rain- 
fall. strong winds and general 
instability in the weather were 
the main causes of the storms. 

Safar went on to say that dust 
is constantly present in the 


atmosphere, even when it is not 
dearly visible. He classified the 
more obvious manifestations as 
firstly, the true dust-storm, 
which influences Kuwait for 26 
days a year (for 123 hours), 
secondly, the so-called “rising 
dust”, a less intense form of 
storm, which affects Kuwait for 
68 days (for 5S7 hobrxjsud lastly 
a phenomenon known as 'susp- 
ended dust’,' which rfffccis the 
country for 54- days (for- 393 
hours). 

Thus. Kuwait is effectively 
influenced by some form of dust 
for a total of 150 days a year, or, 
41.1 per cent of the year. . 

Quietest 

Safar noted that storms were 
usually at their worst between 
noon and 5 pm and at their 
quietest between midnight and 6 
am. He said that, according to 
recorded statistics, the storms 
were more prevalent between 
1975 and 1984. with a total of 
1,056 hours of strong storms. 


than between 1965 and 1974. 
when only 895 hours of storin’* 
were recorded. He added that 
there were, however, fewer 
storms than average from 1 9X5 
to 1987. 

According to available statis- 
tics from the Meteorological 
Department based on record*, 
from 1962 to 198". the annual 
average naftffiBFof hours during 
which dust-storms occurred in 

with Hfr houW. which 
qualified them as the most wverc 
months. 

At the other end of the scale, 
the least severe month was 
November, with only 32 hour, 
followed by December and Jan- 
uary. with 39 hours each. 

Safar concluded with a call for 
regional co-operation lo find a 
solution to the problem of 
Kuwait’s dust-storms . 


Driving schools 
likely to open in 1989 


THE acting director-general of

Iran hopes to improve ties with US after 


ABU DHABI, July 25, (AP): 
Iran’s acceptance of a United 
Nations ceasefire call was prom- 
pted in part by hopes of better 
relations with the United states, 
the president of the Security 
Council was quoted today as say- 
ing. 

Among the benefits Iran 
apparently anticipates would be 
a reassessment by Washington of 
its naval presence in the Gulf, 
Paulo Nogueria-Batista told the 
state-run newspaper AJ lttihad. 

“Tehran and Washington 
were going ahead with a com- 
promise toward each other, 
which may end with resumption 
of full diplomatic ties,” 
Nogueria-Batista told the Abu 
Dhabi newspaper. 

Comments 

Noeueria-Bausta. who spoke 
in English or Portuguese, is 
Council president for July. The 
Brazilian official’s comments 
published were translated back 
into English by the Associated 
Press on the basis of the Arabic 
text. 

Nogueria-Batista s argument 


spun around the developments in 
the course of the Security Coun- 
cil debates on the July 3 downing 
of the Iranian Airbus by the US 
navy warship Vincennes in the 
Strait of Hormuz, in which 290 
-people perished. The debate 
ended with resolution 616 which 
expressed “deep distress" over 
the incident and urged rapid 
implementation of resolution 
598. 

Nogueria-Batista said that 
clauses calling upon all states to 
respect freedom of navigation 
and asking foreign naval forces 
to reassess their presence in the 
international waters were 
deleted only because of a dif- 
ference in which order they 
should come. 

Understand 

“Each one wanted a different 
order of the two paragraphs but 
there was agreement on the lan- 
guage," he said. “When you have 
Iran accepting such a text, 
including this, you can under- 
stand how they could move to the 
other stage and accept 598." he 
said. 


Resolution 598, which 
demands a ceasefire to the Iraq- 
Iran hostilities and outlines rules 
for a settlement of the conflict 
that broke out in September 
1980, was passed last July 20. 
Iran only accepted the resolution 
unconditionally this July 18. 
opening the way for the final 
implementation of the peace 
terms, 

Nogueria-Batista said that 
during the council debate on Lhe 
downing of the Airbus “I was 
able to get from both parties (US 
and Iran) indications that there 
could be an interest in trying to 
explore points of convergence.” 

This not only helped reduce 
tensions between the (wo coun- 
tries but also enhanced the 
relationship between Iran and 
the Security Council, opening 
the way for “the full co-opera- 
tion of Iran in implementation of 
resolution 598," he said. 

Nogueria-Batista said this co- 
operation was indicated by the 
Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayaii who "in very 
careful diplomatic parlance” 


said that the natureoflhe council 
reaction lo the downing of the 
Airbus would play a very impor- 
tant role in the attitude toward 
Resolution 598. 

He said he believed that Iran 
came to the Security Council 
hoping to isolate tne United 
States at the international forum 
“but in the end, Iran realised it 
would be better for them to have 
something which would engage 
the United Slates." 

Discussed 

The debate on the Airbus 
provided forum for discussing all 
aspects of the Gulf war, he said. 
“We discussed everything 
(including) naval presence in the 
Gulf, we discussed the question 
of redress, and we also discussed 
the question of freedom of 
navigation in lhe Gulf," be said. 

Nogueria-Batista noted that 
the United States showed “a dis- 
position”, a willingness to 
negotiate” and that the council 
members accepted that negotia- 
tions should take place, involv- 
ing Iran which is not a member of 
the council.

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Images of farewell linger on

THERE is an aura of uncer- 
tainty; of fear and of doom and 
silence — as Sapna bids a tear- 
ful farewell, urging Aijun to 
wait for her. “Will you wait for 
me?” she asks. “I will,'* he 
promises. They wait ... But fate 
i intervenes. Tne separation is- 
longer than the expected 10 
months, when Sapna would 
“walk into my arms as nay 
bride." The darkness engulfs 
them, little lamps flicker in the 
background and a quietness 
reigns capturing their sense of 
loss, emptiness, anticipation 
and expectation. There is a lon- 
ging in Sapna's eyes; fear in- 
Arjun's ... the image of Sapna 
and Aijun parting in Rukhsat 
(The Farewell) lingers on long 
after you have switched off the 
video. 

Other images leave imprints . 
on the mind — of fireworks, of 
cheerful innocence, of passion- 
ate romance, of pining, of 
hatred and self-destruction, 
and most of all, separation. 

Act ress-turn ed -directress Si- 
mi Garewal has a rare sense of 
perception. Simi's mellow per- 
ception hits you with a bang, 
touching your heart, moving 
you deeply with her interpreta- 
tion of the love story. She is a 
natural. 

Women, it seems, make good 
directors. Others before Simi 
Garewal were Sai Paranjpye 
and Aparaa Sen, both had an 
eye for detail. 

Simi approaches the subject 
gently, tenderly, tentatively, 
surprising you with her depth 
of understanding. Emotions 
don't burst, they surface 
gradually. For instance, 
betrayal is dealt with delicately 
and with much sensitivity as she 
gingerly treads a volatile path. 
There is no needless 
melodrama, self-pity or black- 
mail. Yet, hatred and stony 
death surrounds Aijun, whose 


transformation from an ordin- 
ary, hard working mechanic 
into a ruthless killer is handled 
carefully, and flows naturally 
as the film progresses. 

Aijun hates the rich — they 
represent power and the cause 
of what he believes to be Sap* 
na’s betrayal. He becomes a 
merciless killer, a hardened 
criminal with a heart of steel. 
Yet, there is genuine tenderness 
in the man, lying dormant until 
the innocence of Komal, his 
love-child, rekindles the feeling 
oflove and compassion in him. 

Simi Garewal has packed 
much into Rukhsat — fear, 
anguish, pain, loss, fulfilment 
and redemption. Each emotion 
falls into place, blending with 
the same. Nothing seems for- 
ced. loud or out of context, such 

is the dexterity of Simi, the 
director and writer (she has 
written the story). 

Mrs Talwar (Simi Garewal) 
tells Aijun that “Very soon, 
your pain will become a dream 
(sapna).”. Yes, Aijun bad a 
dream ... nine years ago, when 
Aijun first met Sapna. 

One sympathises with 
Arjun's loss and agony and 
Sapna's weariness when she 
fears for her husband 
Gautam’slife. Simi, thus injects 
mystery into the theme, sus- 
taining it until the end. 

She handles romance ten- 
derly, as if it were sacred. Sapna 
and Aijun’s clandestine meet- 
ings; their indulgence in pas- 
sionate romances and their 
promises of eternal (amar) love 
“Tera mere pyar amar”, a 
promise that is broken forcing 
Arjun to question it — 
“Wafaon ka badla hai kyon 
bewafai?” 

And, then there is suspense 
— the pall of gloom that 
pervades the home of the 
Saigals — Gan lam and Sapna, 
after unsuccessful attempts to 
kill Gautam are made. 

It is difficult to categorise 
Rukhsat into any one genre.- 


Simi Garewal has packed it 
with a wide range of action and 
emotion and is definitely aim- 
ing at commercial success. 
Rukhsat is a romantic tragedy, 
or perhaps a suspense thriller. 
It is certainly true to life and a 
moving experience. 

-Simi makes some com- 
promises like the wham, bang 
sequences, yet “Lord have 
mercy'’ sticks in the mind after 
Aijun buries two goons in the 
graveyard. She has taken for 
granted the inefficiency of the 
police like all other Hindi film- 
makers, and they arrive only 
after the incident to pacify the 
bereaved. And just when you 
feel there is a lack of control in 
the ctimax. Simi once again sur- 
prises you with her handling of 
grief and the final separation — 
Rukhsat. 

Rukhsat has been shot in 
. India and the US. The lush 
greenry of the Indian hill resort 
Ooty and the concrete jungles 
of America are captured 
vividly. 

Dr Rahi Masoon Raza’s 
dialogue, Anjaan and Farooq 
Kaiser's lyrics, Kalyanji-Anan- 
dji's muse and Bashir M omin's 
editing and some superb 
camerawork add to the lustre of 
thefoimaL 

Janjaal 

Mithun Chakra bo rthy dis- 
plays a rare degree of under- 
standing of Aijun’s dilemma, 
interpreting emotions intri- 
cately; Anuradha Patel as 
Sapna is fine. Marc Zuber in the 
role of Gautam seems ill at ease, 
perhaps due to his acting 
limitations. In one of the most 
explosive sequences (fireworks 
in the background symbolise 
inner turmoil of characters), 
Gautam seems almost relaxed 
to hear the truth about his 
daughter Komal’s birth. New- 
comer Baby Sona Sardesai as 
Komal is charming, poised and 
confident.

Palestinians feel 


financial pinch

BETHLEHEM, Occupied West 
Bank, (AP): Palestinians are feel- 
ing a Financial pinch after more 
than seven months of self- 
imposed coname rcial strikes and 
a boycott of jobs in Israel. 

' But many say they are manag- 
ing to make ends meet by co- 
operating with each other, rais- 
ing (heir own food and passing 
tip large purchases. Pro- Palestin- 
ian organisations abroad also 
have helped by stepping up con- 
tributions to the occupied 
territories. 

Although some Palestinians 
participate in commercial strikes 
under pressure and threats from 
local leaders, others say the sense 
of pride they gain from their 
rebellion makes the Financial dif- 
ficulties manageable. 

At a summit in Algiers in June, 
Arab leaders pledged SI 20 
million in financial backing for 
the uprising for the last four 
months of this year and $40 to 
S50 million after that. 

- The funds are distributed by 
an elaborate underground net- 
work that aids some of the needy 
and pressures wealthier Palestin- 
ians to serve the national cause 
by forgoing profits and rent 
collection. 

Many contributions enter the 
territories clandestinely. Israel, 
desperate to cut off the cash flow, 
passed new regulations recently 
making it illegal for Arabs enter- 
ing the country to bring in more 
than 51,200 each. 

Despite the financial help, 
many Palestinians are still sufler- 
iag. 

■ Western economic observers 
say the uprising hascost Palestin- 
ians 5330 million, about 20 per 
cent of the $1.65 billion Gross 
National Product of the 
territories. 

Since the uprising began Dec 
8, Palestinian stores have opened 
only three hours a day. And at 
least once a week the under- 
ground leadership calls for a 
complete general strike. 

In addition, an estimated 20to 
25 per cent of the 120,000 Pales- 


tinians who once had Israeli jobs 
have quit, according to Israel's 
Labour Ministry. Half of all 
Gaza workers and one-third of 
the West Bank's work force are 
employed in Israel. 

In Ramallah. a Palestinian 
town 15 miles (24 kilometres) 
north of occupied Jerusalem, 
most stores that sell electronic 
goods and furniture do not open 
at all anymore and a drop in 
tourism has driven souvenir 
stores and hotels into near bank- 
ruptcy. 

“People want only the very 
essential stuff: sugar, rice, flour, 
canned goods, dried yogurt,” 
said Mustafa Abu Zahra, who 
said he is selling a bo ut 60 per cen t 
less in his occupied Jerusalem 
dried goods since Lhe uprising 
began. He refused to disclose his 
monthly income. 

Palestinian farmers, too, are 
hurting. Military restrictions 
such as extensive curfews, which 
bar residents of an area from 
leaving their homes, have 
prevented villagers from irrigat- 
ing and harvesting crops. 

Blocked 

In the West Bank village of 
Beil Ummar. the military gover- 
nment blocked farmers from 
exporting grapes and plums to 
Jordan after an attacker threw a 
firebomb, seriously burning a 
soldier, said Olivier Rafowilz. a 
military government spokes- 
man. 

The grassroots Palestinian 
self-help system, run by local 
committees under the guidance 
of underground Arab leaders, 
has provided some help. 

Local leaders have exerted 
pressure on Arab employers not 
to lay off workers, and workers 
whose pay has not been affected 
by the uprising are asked to make 
sacrifices, said an Arab labour 
organizer who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

Local committees also provide 
some food and other basics to 
those families whose breadwin- 
ners have been killed, injured or 


imprisoned in the rioting, said a 
who 


committee activist who also 
spoke on condition of anon- 
ymity.

Strategic threat to

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THE Soviet Union's troop with- 
drawal from Afghanistan will 
remove a strategic threat to 
China, strengthening the view of 
many Chinese experts that Mik- 
* hail Gorbachev is ending a 
decade of Soviet military expan- 
sion in Asia. 

Beijing has viewed the Soviet 
occupation as the western arm of 
a .military pincer encircling 
China, and as a major threat to 
Pakistan, China's staunchest ally 
in South Asia. China shares only 
- a narrow, 50-mile-long strip of 
;■ border with Afghanistan. 

“I think that the military 
threat is diminishing,” said a 
Chinese expert on Afghanistan 
at Beijing's leading foreign- 
policy institute. "The overall 
trend is toward a reduction of 
tensions,” said Lhe expert, who 
requested anonymity. 

Beijing's welcoming of the 
Soviet military withdrawal, 

: however, comes with some 
specific reservations. 

China is concerned that the 
Soviet exodus may increase the 
possibility ofrivil war in Afghan- 
istan, labeled a "powder keg” by 
, a recent Chinese press commen- 
tary. 

.“We don't want to see civil war 

in Afghanistan," said another 
Chinese expert on South Asia at 
the institute. “But it will be 
impossible to avoid some armed 
conflict and turmoil in the course 
of the Soviet withdrawal.” 
Fighting 

Prolonged fighting in Afghan- 
istan could exacerbate already 
acrimonious relations between 
Pakistan, which backs the 
Afghan rebels, and India, which 
is supportive of the Kabul 
regime, he said. 

"It is important to China that 
Pakistan retain irscurrent weight 
in South Asia,” a Western 
military attache said. “The last 
rhfag China would like to see 
would be an expansion of Indian 
influence.” China and India have 
mis trusted each oilier' since they 
fought a border war in 1 962. 


According to Western diplo- 
mats, Beijing seeks the formation 
of a pro-Pakistan, and. by 
association, pro-China govern- 
ment in Kabul, while opposing a 
pro-Soviet or Islamic f undamen- 
talist regime. China will supply 
arms to Afghan rebels as long us 
the Soviet Union backs the 
Kabul government, the expert 
said. 

While expressing concern over 
Afghanistan's political future, 
many Chinese experts view the 
withdrawal as a sign Moscow is 
moving from armed aggression 
to greater reliance on diplomacy, 
trade, and aid to push its interests 
in Asia. 


"Gorbachev is very wise," said 
an expert on Southeast Asia at 
Beijing's top government 
foreign-policy institute. "He 
knows that if he continues the 
Brezhnev policy of encircling 
China, he will fail to develop the 
Soviet economy.” 

Gorbachev's decision to give 
priority to developing the 
domestic economy while curtail- 
ing military commitments 
parallels in many ways the 
strategy of Chinese leader Deng 
Xiaoping, the experts said. Deng 
has overseen a major cutback in 
military spending, while subor- 
dinating the interests of the 
armed forces to those of econ- 
omic growth. 

Such positive views are 
challenged by other policy 
experts who see the Soviet man- 
oeuvring as merely tactical, and 
have not been reflected in Beij- 
ing’s public stance toward Mos- 
cow. Nevertheless, their impact 
is extending beyond research ins- 
titutes into the policy sphere. 

China's Foreign Ministry 
indicated it will watch for signs of 
a more profound change in 
Soviet foreign policy as the with- 
drawal proceeds.

Distrust and enmity pose immense problems 

UN team faces difficult task arranging a ceasefire

BAHRAIN. (Reuter): Distrust, 
enmity and vast claims for war 
damages pose immense pro- 
blems for a UN advance team 
trying to work out details of a 
rapid ceasefire to halt the iran- 
Iraq war. 

Diplomats and analysts said 
the team of about 10 envoys, 
instructed by UN chief Javier 
Perez deCuellarto visit Baghdad 
and Tehran, will run up against 
an Iraqi government in no mood 
for compromise. 

“The Iraqis could play it very 
hard." said one Gulf-based 
diplomat. 

"Saddam Hussein's govern- 
ment obviously feels it is in a 
position of strength and may 
want to hold out for an 
agreement on its own terms." 

As if to reinforce this, the Iraqi 
Foreign Ministry said on Thurs- 
day Iran's refusal to hold direct 


peace talks was a rejection of lhe 
Security Council’s ceasefire 
resolution. 

“Iran's rejection of the 
proposal, presented by Iraq to 
the UN Secretary General on 
Wednesday, is a categorical 
rejection of item 4 of Security 
Council resolution 598,” minis- 
try under-secretary Wisam AI 
Zahawi lold the INA News 
Agency. 

Co-operate 

Item 4 of the year-old resolu- 
tion calls for both sides Lo co- 
operate on a ceasefire and in 
mediation to achieve a "compre- 
hensive, just and honourable set- 
tlement.” It does not refer 
specifically to direct talks which 
Iran says are not necessary.

There is silence in Washington 
over Mexico's new democracy, 
ushered in by a populist surge at 
polls which the ruling party had 
duminaied for 60 years. 

US officials have not uttered a 
word on Mexico's controversial 
presidential elections since 
Carlos Salinas de Gortari of the 
ruling Institutional Revolution- 
ary Party (PRI) claimed the narr- 
owest victory in PR1 history two 
weeks ago. 

Political analysts said the 
silence from Washington — 
which lavishes criticism on the 
rest of Latin America over 
human rights and democracy — 
highlights the sensitivity of its 
relations with a Third World 
neighbour fearful of being 
treated as the United Stales' 
backyard. 

It is a dilemma likely to be 
heightened by a new era of 
democratic pluralism in Mexico. 

“Salinas will be the first 
president coming to office in 70 
years whose power is widely 
questioned by the people," said 
Adolfo Aguilar Zinscr, a 
political science professor at the 
National University of Mexico. 

Turmoil 

The slightest hint of US 
involvement in internal politics 
“would lead lo a lot of turmoil in 
Mexico," he added. 

A coalition by Cuauhtemoc 
Cardenas led Mexico’s left to its 
first major electoral showing, 
with a populist message which 
captured significant peasant and 
urban support. 

He and conservative can- 
didate Manuel Cloulhier claim 
electoral fraud was widespread 
in the July 6 polls. Official results 
gave Salinas 50.4 per cent and 
CartenasJLI percent. 

Most analysis say Washing- 
ton ’sgreatest fear is that political 
instability will mara transition to 
full democracy. 

“I think we all realise there are 
certain risks to democracy in 
Mexico," Delal Baer, a Latin 
American expert at the Centre 
for Strategic and International 
Studies, told Reuters. 

"But they are better than the 
risks of the dosed system that 
we've had up to now, where 
social pressures could decom- 
press in an explosive burst" she 
said.

Iraqis wary of celebrating 
Iran’s acceptance of ceasefire

BAGHDAD, (AP): This is the 
season of celebration m Iraq, the 
time of the year's great religious 
feast, of drum-beating wedding 
parties, of sports fans marking 
victory with machine-gun fire. 

But there is little sign of jubila- 
tion over Iran's acceptance of a 
ceasefire in a war that has cost 
Iraq hundreds of thousands of 
casualties. 

“There was nothing. No reac- 
tion.” said a European diplomat 
who was in Baghdad when Iran 
announced it had accepted the 
ceasefire Iraq has sought for at 
least six years. 

Iraq's government and people 
seem deeply suspicious of Iran’s 
decision, and the government is 
insisting thatany ceasefire be tied 
to a final end of the nearly 8-year- 
old war. 

There have been none of the 
parades, celebrations and telev- 
ision specials that typically greet 
Iraqi victories on the warlront.

Iraqis dearly are willing to 
exult if they find reason. Jubilant 
Baath Party members lit the 
night sky over Baghdad with 
fusillades of tracer bullets Thurs- 
day to celebrate Iraq's victory 
over rival Syrian in the Arab Soc- 
cer Championship.

Strongman Ne Win reduced 
Burma to abject poverty 


RANGOON, (Reuter): Ne Win 
dominated Burma for some 26 
years, eight as president, but 
reduced the one-time rice bowl of 
Asia to one of the world's poorest 
states. 

He resigned as president in 
November 1981, citing old age 
and creeping debility, but kept 
ultimate power from his chosen 
successor San Yu by remaining 
chairman of the military — 
dominated ruling Burma Social- 
ist Programme Party (BSPP). 

The former general formed his 
political ideas in the 1930s, when 
Burmese nationalists challenged 
British colonial rule and tried to 
end the stranglehold of Indians 
and Chinese on trade and busi- 
ness. 

Resentment of economic con- 
trol by foreigners persisted. Ne 
Win insisted on self-reliance and 
eschewed foreign investment 
that helped states like neighbour- 
ing Thailand develop quickly.

shows of opposition.

After seizing power in a blood- 
less coup m 1962, he sought 
military rather than political 
solutions to a dozen ethnic and 
ideological rebellions that dog- 
ged Burma since independence 
from Britain in 1948. 

Years of power underpinned 
by a ruthless all-pervasive 
security service isolated Ne Win 
from the people. 

Abjuring a personalty cult, he 
nevertheless established one- 
man rule through his military- 
backed Social is t-Budd hist 
philosophy and use of the media 
as organs of propaganda. 

A rigid vertical command 
structure caused enormous 
delays as frightened officials 
postponed even quite trivial 
decisions until sure of approval 
from the top, though institution- 
alised corruption and black 
markets flourished unhindered. 

In 1987, amid overwhelming 
evidence of economic and social 
decay, he conceded mistakes and 
began tinkering with a stifling 
and corrupt state-run system. 

Efforts to liberalise led to 
increased tension and students, 
traditional agents of protest, led 
violent protests in March and 
June 1988 that spread through- 
out Burma and flared 
sporadically into July. 

Diplomats said more than 200 
people were killed. Earlier this 
week the home minister resigned 
and the capital’s police chief was 
sacked after a belated admission 
that 41 detainees suffocated to 
death in a police van.

PRINCIPAL, Ladies - You 
do me great honour in inviting 
me to propose the college’s 
health. I suspect l am not alone 
m thinking the dear thing is 
going to need it now that men 
have stormed the fortress. 

Make no mistake, l am not 
against men. But f am -sorry to 
see them here beca use their 
presence, through no fault of 
their own, makes much more 
difficult, and in some 
impossible, one of the best 
things St Hugh’s gave to me, 
and I should hazard, to most of 
the women in this room. 

That thing is the lasting 
friendship of women — one of 
|he great unsung joys of female 
life and one that is under siege 
in our foolish age where obses- 
sion wjth sex is making friend- 
ship with one’s own sex so dif- 
ficult. We are all the poorer for 
that obsession. 

1 am sure men feel it too, but 
at least history has always 
awarded male friendships the 
.dignity of admiration and res- 
pect. The friendship of women 
has fared much worse in the 
world's eyes — too often seen 
only as relationships that we 
ca n harmlessly amuse ourselves 
with when we have nothing 
more profitable to do. 

I must now read you a quota- 
tion. It comes from Vera Brit- 
tains Testament of Friendship, 
her tribute to Winifred Holtby, 
and, although I fee] she is a 
woman I should have admired 
a great deal and disliked even 
more. I am with her all the way 
in this passage. 

From the days of Homer the 
friendships of men have enjoyed 
glory and acclamation, but' the 
friendships of women, in spite of 
Ruth and Naomi, have usually 
been not merely unsung but 
mocked, belittled and falsely 
interpreted, I hope that Win- 
ifred's story may do something 
to destroy these tarnished 
reputations and show its readers 
that loyally and affection bet- 
ween women is a noble relation- 
ship. which, far from impoveri- 
shing, actually enhances the love 
of a girl for her lovers, of a wife 
for her husband, of a mother Jor 
her children. 

These wonderful loves bet- 
ween women must, like ail enri- 
ching -relationships,- have both

Drop a few young men into 
this cocktail and Nature has so 
designed the female conscience 
that tbe girl who had once spent 
all night in passionate 
argument and friendship with 
another girl in no lime takes to 
sock-washing and making chilli 
con came. At this precious and 
never-to-be-repeated time in 
their Kves. girls have to be guar- 
ded from the perils of their own 
domestic instincts, and a single- 
sex college, with all its dedica- 
tion-fun, freedom and privacy, 
can do that like no otherinstitu- 
tion. 

When I w%up,aftdtfie main,. 


doors were locked behind the 
last intruding man at the 
maidenly hour of 11 pm. an 
atmosphere of peace and self- 
esteem surged back down the 
corridors, as I am sure it did 
across the quadrangles of 
Balliol and New College, Christ 
Church and St John's. 

Having men around — or in 
their case, women — means the 
inevitable constraint of sex. 
which lays its deadly hand upon 
something as simple as brush- 
ing your teeth as well as some- 
thing as complex as forming a 
true and lasting friendship. 

So what is to be done about it 
now that the second academic 
year of male intake here is on its 
way? 

Two things. I think. Tbe first 
and most vital is that this 
college continues to think of 
itself, firmly, as a women’s 
college. To lose that identity is 
to lose both dignity and distinc- 
tion. - 


My daughter is about to go 
up to a once-male college and 
has received from the JCR 
Committee (ruling body of 
undergraduates), a New- 
comers’ Guide of astounding, 
almost offensive, banality. 
There is a photograph of the 
committee, mixed sex, with half 
of them lying in the grass with 
their feet in the air to signify 
FUN. There is a great deal of 
information about AIDS, 
where to rind the Durex 
machine (“Someone with a' 
really big ego pinched it last 
term!!!") and Mike, barman 
extraordinaire. Under rules for 
guests it says: “Most guests soy 
in your room. Exactly where is 
a matter for negotiation bet- 
ween you and your guest — 
OOOOER!!!” 

Girls are advised who to con- 
tact if they consider themselves 
sexually harassed by tutors, 
undergraduates or staff. While 
a few dons are “overtly sexist, 
some are unwittingly so”. Ido 
not pretend that AIDS and sex- 
ual harassment do not exist, 
nor that Durex and good bar- 
men are not necessities; what 
does depress me is that a mixed 
environment seems to bring 
them to the top of the pile, way 
above the enrichment of 
intellect and personality 
uniquely offered by three 
university years. 

There is in these attitudes, 
and in their expression, an 
ordinariness, a fear of 
excellence, which 1 do not 
believe women adopt for other 
women, or men for other men. 
The challenge of living up to 
one’s own gender is formative 
indeed. 

My second solution is more 
radical — much more. Why not 
start a Foundation, dedicated 
to Princess Ida, to build some- 
thing in the grounds for men. a 
kind of male purdah, whose kit- 
chens and laundries girls were 
forbidden to enter on pain of 
being sent down? This seems to 
me a scheme which will not only 
save the girls from themselves 
and for each other but will also, 
by a gentle but unavoidable 
introduction to domestic 
machinery, make much better 
future husbands out of all men 
privileged to spend three years 
at St Hugh's. 


Letting the ‘evil’ out

THE typical wrist-cutler is 
young, attractive, female 
intelligent, talented and, on the 
surface, socially adept, says the 
Journal of Medical Psy- 
chology. Maggy, Diane and 
Ellie more or less fit this des- 
cription. They are articulate, 
witty, pleasant company and 
they either cut themselves with 
razors, Stanley knives and 
broken light bulbs, scratch 
themselves with twigs and 
watch-strap prongs, swallow 
glass, punch themselves in the 
face or bang themselves against 
walls. They have done so 
repeatedly, some of them since 
childhood. • 

No one knows how common 
this problem is or what happens 
to such people in the long-term. 
Statistics are unreliable 
because many never reach a 
hospital. “It’s difficult to walk 
in and say: ‘This is all my own 
work.’” But i vice as many 
women do it ar men and it is on 
the increase, says Maggy Ross. 
“We feel that it's so widespread 
it should be taown about, 
given an acceptable face so peo- 
ple can start owning up to it." 

But nobody seems to know 
quite what to do with the 
women who injure themselves 
when they do own up. Prosp- 
ects for their treatment are not 
eood. savs Dr Gillian Mezey: 
Senior Registrar at the Maud- 
Hospital. “It has so far 
been unsuccessful because of 
the very emotional nature of 
what they’re doing, I*™”"* 
stalT fed uncomfortable, me 
controversy is whether or not 
you respond to their needs by 
Sving them as Me remfor- 
Scni as possible.

“Because you can feel that Lhe 
hospital staff are frightened.” 
says Diane, 'it makes you more 
frightened. And then you do it 
again." 

They're told they are being 
silly /manipulati ve/a fTecting 
madness, that they can get con- 
trol of it and it's only a habit, 
like smoking. In Maggy's case 
drugs only removed her fear. 
‘‘They gave me the courage to 
really go ahead and do it." And 
as for psychotherapy. “What 
does that do? You sit and talk 
to someone who hasn’t 
experienced it who's going to 
judge.” 

Then what do they want? 
What do they think would 
help? “To be in a very safe 
place,” says Maggy, “and look 
at my anger and be able to 
scream. I want someone who’s 
going to be with me all the time 
and strong enough to handle it 
and lei me work through all this 
anger because I'm so afraid of 
it I think that’s why I cut myself 
up. Someone to cuddle you and 
hug you and let you talk and 
cry. Let all that out.” 

In the absence of any such 
facility Lhey have set up their 
own. Crisis Centre and Help 
Line in Bristol. Sometimes it 
takes people who do it them- 
selves to understand. Being 
with others also minimises the 
feelings of utter todeiiness and 
isolation. No one teaches them 
cutring. They come upon it 
themselves. “I hadn't heard 
about it,” says Maggy. “I 
thought 1 was made. It just hap- 
pened spontaneously. 1 
thought 1. was the only woman 
in the world doing it.” 

Understand . 

it isn’t difficult to under- 
stand their rage, despite the dis- 
tressing way in which they 
express iL “I did it when I was 
little,” says EUie. “I felt bad 
about my body. I was feeling 
bad about all the things that 
had happened to me, the sexual 
abuse, why my Mum had left 
me, thinking I must be a horri- 
ble person. When I was in bed 
with my Dad and my brother I 
knew it wasn’t right but it was 
comfort as well. My Mum had 
gone. Then all of a sudden they 
said: No, you can’t come in any 
more. I felt rejected. I used to 
hurt myself, bash my arms on 
the walls. It’s like always being 
not wanted.” Ellie. Is now 34. 
alone with three children and 
She is still cutting herself. 

Diane similarly started very 
young, at seven. “I started cut- 
ting myself and getting 
migraines every fortnight like 


clockwork. I'd be brought 
home from school. I knew what 
was going on in my life was 
wrong (sexually abused by my 
grandfather). I think I did try to 
say something, some time dur- 
ing the first few years of my life. 
1 wasn't helped so I started to 
cut myself about and punch 
myself. There were always 
bruises on my face as if I'd been 
in a fight 1 can’t remember 
whether it hurt or not.” 

They don't feel pain at the 
rime of cutting, says Maggy. 
“The body produces endor- 
phins that anaesthetise you. 
There’s no physical pleasure in 
it; it's not masochistic. It's the 
relief afterwards. I don’t feel 
anything, just Phew. You want 
to see your anger. Cutting is like 
a big scream inside you and the 
cutting is manifestation of that 
scream.” Diane calls it “letting 
the evil out, releasing these 
horrible feelings inside me.” 

Detached 

They feel detached from the 
process, as if they are watching 
themselves from elsewhere. “1 
have a set pattern,” says 
Maggy, “in long lines (up to SO 
or 60 cuts at a time). Others cut 
diagonally. Things have to be 
set out in the right way. You get 
ihe razors, the tissues, the TCP, 
sit exactly in tbe same place in 
the house, make sure you're on 
your own and then you start. 
You watch it all happen, then 
you clear it up, pul the melolin 
on and then the ritual is over." 

Cutting apparently follows a 
period of tension and the sight 
of blood brings relief. They 
know they are going to do it a 
week or two before it happens. 
They can put it off, until the 
.children are in bed. until the 
visitors have left, until the next 
days, but they know they'll 
have to do it in the end. “ft 
builds up. becomes a compul- 
sion.” says Maggy, “but I can 
avert it, stop it, by coming 
here.** 

But as well as “delicate cut- 
ting,” Maggy, like the others, 
has also inflicted sudden and 
violent injury upon herself. 
When she lost her job because 
she had become pregnant she 
injured her leg very severely. 
“I'm a lesbian now, which is 
fine,” she says, “but 1 spent a lot 
of lime trying to convince 
myself that I was heterosexual. 
It got to the point that when- 
ever I slept with a man 1 felt so 
violated and appalled that I got 
a wine glass and cut my face up. 
The only way ! could cope with 
myself was if I had a face 
covered with blood.” 


They all describe an enor- 
mous sense of emptiness, feel- 
ings of terribly alone, of not 
being heard and of being very 
angry. “But they can’t get any 
in an open frank way.” says 
Gillian Mezey. “This way they 
punish themselves and others. 
Men (not exclusively) lend to 
express anger externally. These 
women turn their aggression 
inwards. Cutting expresses 
deep pain but they need to be 
encouraged to express that pain 
in a positive way. Self-help 
might be the first stage. They 
need someone who is sympath- 
etic and will set limits on what is 
or isn't acceptable. Who's 
going to provide that?” 

Meanwhile they have each 
other and they know that cut- 
ting is unacceptable. ”1 don’t 
want someone saying it's all 
right or it's a good way to live 
your life, just someone who 
understands. This is the whole 
point of having the Centre," 
says Ellen, who has also suf- 
fered eating disorders. She feels 
that both bulimia and anorexia 
are just anotherwayofh arming 
yourself, with food. The revul- 
sion that people expressed rein- 
forced her behaviour just as it 
reinforces cutting. 

Perhaps cutting wouldn't 
appear so shocking if it could be 
seen not in isolation but as only 
a part of a whole spectrum of 
self-injury, including even psy- 
chosomatic illnesses. The Jour- 
nal of Postgraduate Psy- 
chology also lists car-racing, 
parachuting, stunt-driving and 
Russian roulette as potential 
self destructive behaviour. 

There’s nothing new about 
self punishment. Anchorites. 
Styliles and centuries of seif- 
raortifiers have sal in caves, on 
poles, crawled up steps on their 
knees, flogged and starved 
themselves. No one objected. 
Letting blood, like bulimic 
vomiting, is a purge but more 
dangerous, frightening and 
ultimately unsuccessful. 

Fortunately these women 
• feel that they are, with the help 
of each other, coming through 
it. Maggy no longer feels the 
need to do iL "Given time, 
space and encouragement.” she 
said, “the compulsion does go 
away. You won’t be doing it 
forever.” 

“i don't need to have razors 
in the house any more,” says 
EUie. “I know I've got a lot of 
phone numbers I can ring and 
say: ‘This is how I’m feeling.’ 
We’re doing something about 
it. We all have someone who 
won’t look shocked or go 

away.”

Dubai businessmen look for boom if war ends 



DUBAI. July 25, (AP): Business- 
men in this free-wheeling, frce- 
tradingport say they faopean end 
to the Gulf war wiff replace the 
thunder of explosions on their 
seaways with a boom in their 
economy. 

“It would be just like the kion- 
dike,” said Mercedes Benz dealer 
Stan Robinson, referring to the 
19ih century Alaska gold rush. 

Dubai has combined modest 
oil income with a centuries-old 
merchant tradition to make itself 
the major port in the southern 
Gulf, the most important local 
trading partner of Iran. 
Strength 

r “The dream is to be the Hong 
Kong of the 2 1st century,*' said 
Sultan Ahmed Bin Sulayem, 
chairman of Dubai's massive 
Jebel Ali free zone, a $2.5-biiIion 
facility that includes what Dubai 
says is the world's largest man- 
made harbour.

Soviet 
industrial 
production, 
trade up 

MOSCOW, July 25, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union said its indus- 
trial production and trade rosein 
the first six months of 1 988. 

Figures issued by Lhe State 
Statistics Committee and publi- 
shed in the Soviet press on Sun- 
day showed that industrial 
production rose 4.7 per cent and 
trade was up five per cent in the 
first half of die year to 66. 5 billion 
roubles (SI 10.8 billion). 

Trade turnover had declined in 
the 1 987 period. 

“But the restructuring of 
foreign economic activity is 
being accomplished too slowly.*' 
the report added.. The Statistics 
Committee report said imports 
rose by seven per cent and 
exports by three percent, with oil 
and gas continuing to comprise 
the bulk of Soviet exports. 

Goods 

Meanwhile, consumerbgopdsi. 
production rose byseven per cent j 
to a total worth '163 billion rou- ■ 
bles ($275 billion) at retail prices. 

Output of higher priced 
quality goods bad increased but 
at the expense of lower priced 
articles in mass demand, the 
report said. 

Quality inspectors rejected or 
relumed eight per cent of man- 
ufactured goods during the first 
six months of the year.The lost 
production amounted to 40 
million roubles ($66 million). 

The report also said livestock 
deaths remained high in some 
areas, totalling 1.5 million long- 
horned cattle, 3.4 million pigs 
and 4.3 million sheep and goats in 
Lhe first half ofl 988 . 

Japan’s Finance 
Ministry probes 
stock scandal 
firm 

TOKYO, July 25. (AP): Japan's 
Finance Ministry is investigating 
a real estate firm for a legal yet 
shady stock scam that reaped 
massive profits for select 
individuals, including officials 
from government, business and 
the mass media, press reports 
said today. 

In reports earned by several 
leading Japanese newspapers, 
the finance ministry has called on 
the real estate firm Recruit-Cos- 
mos Co. to reveal the names of all 
those who obtained the com- 
pany's unlisted stocks. 

“We wil investigate the case to 
disclose the whole picture.” a 
senior finance ministry official 
was quoted as saying by the 
nationally circulated Asahi 

Shimbun. The official was not

ministry will launch an investiga- 
tion to' determine whether the 
dealings violated the nation s 
security and exchange law.

“Y on can go to a hell of a lot of 
places for a half a million 
dollars,'.' said one, referring to 
the cost of war-risk insurance in 
the Gulf for a big container ship. 


Greenwald said the proximity 
of war also has probably deterred 
some businessmen from making 
major investments in Dubai. 

Many traders are also hoping 
Dubai’s historic role as a transit 
route forlranian cargo will carry 
on as Iran reconstructs after the 
war. 

Even during the war, 
thousands of Iranians a month 
fly into Dubai international air- 
port. the busiest in the Middle 
East, to shop in Duhai’s famed 
souks, or markets. 

“They come in the airport 
from Bandar Abbas ... they shop, 
they load *hc dhows (boats) 
down, they go back again,” said 
Abdulla AbulhouJ. foreign rela- 
tions director for Dubai's Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Flights 

The Iranian jetliner shot down 
by a US warship July 3 in the 
Gulf was on one of those flights. 
All 290 people aboard the Airbus 


were killed 

The waterfront along the 
creek, an inlet that split's Dubai's 
urban sprawl, is piled with new 
washing machines, tires, car 
parts and sometimes whole cars 
destined for Iran aboard the 
hand-built little wooden dhows 
that ply the Gulf. 

The Iranians are part of an 
exotic mixture of visitors and 
expatriates from India, Pakistan, 
the Philippines and the West who 
outnumber locals at least 2-1 in 
the population of 490.000. 

Security 

Many of the expatriates are 
lured by Dubai's tolerance, its 
high-rise hotels feature British- 
style pubs, Lebanese nightclubs 
and Japanese restaurants. 

Entertainment ranges from a 
grassy golf course to ice rinks, 
complete with an ice hockey 
league. 

Dubai is also tax-free, and 
relatively free of the red-tape and 


oppressive security. 

“Its like utopia/' said Robin- 
son, who is among Dubai’s more 
enthusiastic backers. 

But the lack of local labour 
means companies must import 
workers, often from Sri Lanka or 
India, at wages of S 140 to S220 
monthly for an unskilled worker. 

Responsible 

Dubai's location midway bet- 
ween Europe and the Far East 
has made its airport one of the 
busiest transit points in the 
world. 

Its massive dry docks are 
booked months in advance for 
ship refitiings. despite the dan- 
gers of the Gulf. 

Bin Sulayem said Dubai hopes 
by the end of this year to pass an 
off-shore company law and is 
considering off-shore banking, a 
move that would place Dubai in 
competition with the island 
nation of Bahrain further north 
in the Gulf. 


US drilling activity slows, say analysts 


NEW YORK, July 25 .(Reuter): 
Falling of] and natural gas prices 
have dimmed prospects for a 
marked resurgence hi US oil 
drilling this year, industry 
executives and analysts say. 

In the first half of 1988 
“domestic drilling results have 
gone from bad to worse.” said 
George Gaspar, analyst at 
Robert W. Baird and Co. 

The working US drill rig 
count, an industry barometer, 
averaged about 900 in June 
against expectations of 965. he 
said. - . 

Permits for US drilling, a lead- 
ing indicator of future activity, 
dropped to 2,647 in June from 
3,159 in May. according to Den- 
ver-based Petroleum Informa- 
tion. 

Dropped 

“Unless prices improve mark- 
edly in the second half of 1988. 
drilling for and production of 
crude and natural gas will con- 
tinue in the doldrums,” 
Petroleum In form ation said 
recenfljrT 
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crude oil, the US benchmark 
grade, dropped to a 20-month 
low of S 1 4.44 a barrel on July 1 3, 
down more than S3 since Jan- 
uary. Prices have fluctuated wil- 
dly in July due to peace moves in 
the Iran-iraq war and a North 
Sea oil platform explosion on 
July 6. 

Meanwhile US natural gas 
prices, which lopped $2 per 
thousand cubic feet ( MCF) last 
winter, have tumbled loSI. 40 per 
MCF in recent weeks. 

Although nil prices edged 
higher in mid- July on expecta- 
tions of an lran-Iraq ceasefire 
which might enable the Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries to control oil produc- 
tion in the region, some analysts 
believe the trend will slay lower. 

They say that once Iran and 
Iraq stop fighting, they will be 
under pressure to boost oil 
revenue to rebuild their econ- 
omies. 

Price projections have been 
revised downward. Several 
expert show say US oil prices will 
average between $17 and SI 8 a< 


barrel for 1988, down from 
earlier estimates that prices 
would surge to S20 by the end of 
the year. 

Natural gas price projections 
have similarly been cut to a 1 988 
average of $1.50 to 1.60 per 
MCF. down from earlier 
estimates of an average $1.75. 
analysts said. 

Prices 

“US drilling is not robust 
because oil prices are not very 
high — they need to be above $20 
a barrel,” said Sandi Harber 
Sweeney, an analyst with San- 
ford C Bernstein and Co. Inc. 

US drilling activity is now 
expected to average about 1,000 
working rigs in 1988. up seven 
per cent from an average 936 
working rigs last year, analysts 
say. Earlier estimates had expec- 
ted a 16 percent gain this year. 

“People have been too 
optimistic about what's going on 
in the drilling industry,” said 
WEFA Group analyst Robert 
Kaufinann. 

"They did not anticipate the 
weakness in oil prices, believing 


OPEC would get its act together. 
They also over-estimated the rate 
at which they could call back 
unused rigs.” 

Activity 

Gaspar said drilling activity 
also has slowed because large 
companies were hoarding funds 
to bid for oil and gas assets up for 
sale by Enron Corp, Tenneco Inc 
Corp and other firms. 

Major US oil companies, 
which had budgeted an increase 
of 1 2.4 percent in USexpIoration 
and production spending, are 
now likely to increase spending 
by only 1 2 per cent, according to 
a survey by Salomon Brothers 
Inc. 

“A greater than usual amount 
of underspending of budgets 
appears to be going on." wrote 
James Crandell in the survey. 
•‘This decrease apparently 
reflects weaker oil and natural 
gas prices than were budgeted for 
at year-end." 

Drilling activity this year also 
will depend on independent 
producers who are quickly affec- 
ted by oil and gas price changes. 


Japanese video phone gets mixed reviews 


TOKYO, July 25.(Reuler): Dot- 
ing grandparents and lonely 
businessmen separated from 
their families are among the 
buyers expected for video tele- 
phones which transmit black- 
and-white still photographs of 
users. 

The telephones have been 
unveiled by Japanese electronics 
manufacturers hoping to attract 
consumers flush with summer 
bonuses. 

But some industry analysts 
question whether the average 
consumer is interested in what 
the telephones can do - enable 
users to see or send a series of 
black-and-white photos — and 
have their conversations 
interrupted in the process. 

Advances 

The machines are likely to be 
overtaken by technological 
advances allowing live colour 
transmissions, the analysts add. 

The still-video telephones, 
hooked to existing phone sets, 
can transmit and receive black- 
and-white still pictures of those 
talking in six seconds over 
analogue or ordinary phone cir- 
cuits. 

Conversation is blocked dur- 
ing the transmission. 

The images can be stored in a 
memory, recorded on a standard 
audio tape recorder and replayed 
on a display monitor. 

Five Japanese electrical flirns 
announced in early June that 
they had developed analogue 
still-video telephones based on 
standards set last May by 
Japan's Telecommuni cati ons 
Technology Committee (TTC). 

The TTC is a private industry 
group affiliated with the Minis- 
try of Posts and Telecommunica- 
tions. 

Matsushita Communication,

The unit which costs 54,000 yen ($400), went on sale in 
June, but some industry analysts believe the average con- 
sumer will not be interested.

Mitsubishi Electric and NEC 
have already started marketing 
the black-and-white still-video 
phones. 

Sony plans to start sales in 
August hut Sanyo Electric has 
not decided its marketing plan 

There are no extra charges 
beyond ordinary phone rates, 
and the units are priced at 
around 55,000 yen each (about 
$415). 

Each ol the five companies 


plans to produce from 2.000 to 
5.000 units monthly, expecting 
the new product to be a hit for 
both persona] and business uses, 
and for people of all ages, com- 
pany spokesmen said. 

Especially popular uses are 
expected to be for travelling 
businessmen and for elderly peo- 
ple eager for a glimpse of child ren 
and grandchildren during con- 
versations, industry analysts 
said. 


However, some analysts think 
huge consumer demand will be 
found only for a colour moving- 
picture phone, not for a black- 
and-white still- video phone. 

”A still picture phone is bor- 
ing. Who want to buy a black- 
and-white picture phone in this 
age?" said Prudemial-Bache 
Securities associate director of 
Far East Research. Darrel Whit- 
ten. 

“We waul a colour moving 
image of the other person.” 

The one colour moving- video 
telephone now on the Japanese 
market is the Invite 64 System 
developed jointly by Kokusai 
Denshin Denwa (KDD) and 
Mitsubishi Electric. 

But with a price of six million 
yen (about $45,500)andaliinited 
digital network, interest in the 
unit has been largely confined to 
business. Only some 100 have 
been sold since KDD started 
marketing Invite 64 in July 1 987. 

Price 

“The trigger to mass sales of 
colour moving-video phones is 
semiconductor progress,” said 
Whitten. He said four-megabit 
memories, which he sees on the 
market in 1990, would slash the 
colour moving-picture video 
phone's price. 

Talsuya Minamjyasbiki. who 
is on KDD's research and 
development headquarters staff, 
said: “If a larger capacity 
semiconductor is developed, a 
colour moving-picture phone 
will need few semiconductors, 
and there will be large produc- 
tion cost cuts.” 

Whitten said the other element 
enabling mass sales of moving 
picture phones would be the gen- 
eral spread of the integrated 
Services Digital Network 
(ISDN). 


Companies such as Kodak. 
General Motors. Toyota and 
Polaroid, have established 
regional administrative or 
service centres here, some respn- 
sible for territories stretching 
from Greece to Kenya to Sin- 
gapore. 

“You don’t have to go down 
and persuade government 
officials why they want another 
business in town,” Greenwald 
said.

Dealers in the second part of 
the week seemed unprepared to 
open new positions while they 
remained deep in the throes of 
anxiety over the country’s econ- 
omic future and interest rate 
prospects. 

What interest there was, subs- 
isted on special situations, but 
overall, many leaders succumbed 
to late profit-taking, while 
activity in secondary issues was, 
at besu light. 

The Financial Times “100” 
share index closed the week 
1 844.8 and the “top 30” 1 479.4. 

Solace 

Government stocks were una- 
ble to find solace, especially in 
the last few days of the week, 
following the outstanding per- 
formance of the pound, sensitive 
to the economic uncertanties. 
and easing about 1/2 over the 
week. 

The government securities 
index closed at 87.88. 

Oils generally remained dull, 
though Enterprise Oil which 
dosed higher at 479 pence after 
buying a 10 per cent interest in 
three North Sea oil blocks from 
Texas Eastern for £160 million 
by way of a share placing. 

Golds higher at first with the 
bullion price, finally came back 
sharply. 

The gold index closed at 2 1 4.7.

Move 

Opinion was divided whether 
the move, all part of keeping the 
money supply tight, was likely to 
be the last in a series of almost 
weekly jumps.

Strong economic growth still makes the dollar a good bet 


LONDON, July 25, (Reuter): 
The doDar's sharp fall and the 
pound sterling's even bigger 
jump last week may signal the 
start oF a major new inter- 
national. flow of funds, money 
dealers say. 

The dollar fell three per cem 
and the pound jumped five per 
cent last week, as investors 
around the world shifted money 
in countries where they can get 
high interest rates. 

The trend also boosted the 
Canadian and Australain 
dollars. 

Market 

Some traders say the moves 
may mark an end to the US 
currency's powerful surge since 
the new year and the resumption 
of an even faster-paced spring 
rally in sterling. 


“You don't have a good 
murker for the dollar to go up in 
at this point," said Francoise 
Soares-kemp. who follows 
currency markets for Credit 
Suisse in New York. 

“Your average trader is look- 
jjm to sell some dollars because 
(he's) trying to retrace where the 
rally began." she said. 

Chances 

The reason, some traders say, 
can be found in a dilemma both 
the United Stales and Britain 
share - inflationary pressures 
are building, but the traditional 
response of raising interest rates 
could boost their currencies 
enough to slash exports. 

And traders say they arc 
unsure American and British 
policies will move in tandem. 


The difference is that there is 
an election in the United States 
this year, and traders believe the 
Reagan administration is unwill- 
ing to hurt Republican conten- 
der George Bush’s chances by 
raising interest rales to slow 
down spending. 

And while the buoyant 
American economy could over- 
heat and send inflation up. many 
investors think strong economic 
growth still makes the dollar a 
good bet. 

“Some Americans are even 
talking up the dollar, suggesting 
that its appreciation this year 
reflects the underlying strength 
of the economy — a song last 
sung in 1984, 'just before Lhe 
dollar crashed," said the econ- 
omist m an editorial. 

But Britain has raised interest 


rales six times since early June. 
Dealers expect another, soon. 

Costlier borrowing should 
halt a credit-fuelled buying 
boom, and also increases returns 
on bank accounts and bonds. A 
flood of foreign money to take 
advantage of that can boost a 
currency. 

That is just what happened in 
Britain last week. 

A lot of it came from the 
United states. 

Trend 

Some traders think the flow of 
money to countries where 
interest rates are high from coun- 
tries where interesf rates are low 
will continue. 

They worry that this trend 
could make it hard for the United 
States to keep financing its 


government budget deficit. 

That may force the United 
Stales to raise interest rates — 
and even if it does not. some 
traders think rates should rise to 
choke ofT inflation. 

They worry inflationary pres- 
sure will mount because of the 
worst drought in 50 years is 
threatening this year’s grain 
harvest and could boost food 
prices, despite recent rain. 

Face moves in the Guff have 
boosted oil prices. Dealers said 
an end to the eight-year old war 
between Iran and Iraq could 
clear the way for a tough new 
OPEC accord on oil prices.

OPEC price committee 
to discuss UAE output 

NICOSI A. July 25. ( Reuter): OPEC's price monitoring cununir- 
lee could meet in Switzerland next week to discuss a decision by 
the UAE to produce above its OPEC quota, the Middle East 
Economic .Survey (MEES) said today. The usually authoritative 
newsletter said the committee had planned to hold the talks in 
secret to avoid unsettling an already volatile martlet. “MEES 
understands that it has been agreed in principle that the commit- 
tee.... will meet in Lausanne on August 3 although a final decision 
may depend on the results of the visit of Dr Subroto to the UAE,” 
the Newsletter said. Subroto, secretary-general of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries, is due to deliver a letter 
from OPEC' president Rilwanu Lukmau to UAE President 
Sheikh 7-aid Bin Sultan Al Nahayan later this week. “While the 
committee is expected to go through the formal motions of 
reviewing the market situation, the main topic on the agenda will 
be the U A E's unilateral decision lo allocate itself an official quota 
of 13 million barrels per day and the impact of this,” MEES said. 
The committee, comprising Nigeria, Saudi Arabia, Indonesia, 
Venezuela and .Algeria, can call a full meeting of OPEC if it 
decides spot prices have deviated too far from official levels. The 
OPEC secretariat confirmed on Thursday that a meeting was 
being planned, but said no date or venue had been fixed. 

The Newsletter said the newly-formed Abu Dhabi Higher 
Petroleum Council gave the go-ahead to boost August production 
to 1.1 million BPD at its first meeting on July 18. Of the total. 

600.000 BPD will come from Abu Dhabi's onshore fields and 

500.000 from offshore fields — a decision already communicated 
to operating companies, the Newsletter said. With Dubai output 
running at around 400,000 BPD. this will raise production for the 
UAE as a whole to 13 million BPD. well above the country's 
OPEC ceiling of 948,000 BPD. MEES put July production for 
Abu Dhabi at around 970,000 BPD but added that due to lower 
output in the first quarter, production for the first six months of 
the year was only around 850,000 BPD. News the L AE bad 
abrogated its OPEC quota helped push oil prices down by around 
one dollar a barrel last month. 

Britain’s oil industry could 
suffer development delays 

LONDON, July 25. (Reuter): Britain’s oil industry could suffer 
development delays and rising operating costs as a result of an 
explosion earlier this month which wrecked a major operating 
platform and killed 167 men, a new study says. 

The report by stockbrokers James Capefsaid fixed operating 
costs could rise by five percent and insurance premiums by 10 per 
cent because of the accident at the Piper Alpha platform. Timeta- 
bles for developing new fields may be upset until the government 
completes an inquiry and weighs possible new safety measures. 
“The immediate impact on the UK North Sea Industry is one of 
numbness,” the report says. Nineteen days after blasts ripped 
through Piper Alpha, the wreck was still smouldering and 
firefighters led by Texan expert “Red” Adair were trying to 
extinguish two Mazing wells. US-based operators Occidental 
Petroleum Corp said today salvage workers recovered another 
body from the sea but 125 men were still missing after the worst 
ofTshore oil accident. Most of the men died in living quarters 
above gas separation tanks. Capel said oil firms may have to stop 
accommodating workers on platforms and instead fly them in 
each day," ... the government may well believe it appropriate to 
take a tougher line,” it said. The industry could face additional 
costs of £150 million (S260 million) a year if the government 
insisted on an overhaul of platforms and safety procedures, Capel 
said. Instead of salvaging some of the existing Piper Alpha wells, 
it may prove easier to drill new ones, it added. 

World Bank body launches 
African enterprise fund 

NAIROBI, July 25, (Reuter): The International Finance Cor- 
poration. a World Bank affiliate, announced today it was setting 
up a new African fund to finance small and medium-sized 
enterprises in sub-Saharan Africa. The corporation, in a 
statement telexed to Reuters in Nairobi from its Washington 
headquarters, said an initial investment of $60 million would 
finance the new fund for three years. The fund was expected to be 
operational by early next year. The statement said the fund would 
help African entrepreneurs develop, rehabilitate or expand their 
businesses by providing loans, guarantees, equity and quasi- 
equity investments — similar to previous iarger-scale investments 
by the corporation. The corporation has until now limited its 
operations to investments of more than $1 million. The new fund 
would advance sums of $100,000 to 750,000 for projects costing 
up to $5 million, the statement said. 

It would finance up to 40 per cent of the project cost, the 
corporation said. Its field offices in Abidjan, Nairobi and Lagos 
would be expanded to oversee implementation of the fund. 

Yugoslavia eases debt burden 
but internal problems remain 

BELGRADE, July 25, ( Reuter): Yugoslavia has won a breathing 
space by agreeing with Western commercial banks to reschedule 
one-third of its foreign debt, but it still faces serious internal 
problems, political analysts say. A draft agreement on refinanc- 
ing seven billion or a total of $2 1 billion debt represented the “final 
stage of Yugoslavia's overall long-term foreign debt consolida- 
tion.” Tanjug news agency said on Wednesday. The pact was 
reached with representatives of the international co-ordinating 
committee or commercial banks in New York. Earlier this month 
Yugoslavia wrestled S946 million debt rescheduling from 15 
Western creditor governments and Kuwait, members of the Paris 
Club of aiding states, and $410 million standby credit with the 
International Monetary Fund (IMF) in June. Government 
officials say this would free about $2 billion a year between now 
and 1992 to pump into communist Yugoslav la's sagging economy 
and help boost Prime Minister Branko Mikulic's economic 

reforms launched this year. But political analysts say Miku tic still 

faces a rough time because of serious resistance to his austerity 
programme implemented in May. Mikulic provoked a wave of 
strikes and street protests by limiting wages and freeing prices 
amid 175 per cent inflation, in an effort to make the economy 
more market-oriented. According to unofficial surveys, some two 
million workers might lose jobs if economic reforms were strictly 
impler - nted and insolvent firms allowed to sink. 

US machine tool orders surge 

WASHINGTON, July 25, (Reuter): Spurred by a robust econ- 
omy and a cheaper dollar, orders for US machine tools soared in 
the first half of 1988, the industry's trade association said 
yesterday. Orders in the first six months of this year totalled 
$1.81 billion, up 83.8 per cent from the first half of 1987, the 
National Machine Tool Builders' Association said. “All seg- 
ments of the machine tool industry are doing weU.” said James 
Gray, president of the association. “Both domestic and foreign 
markets for US equipment have gained strength. Anyway yon 
look at it, this year has been a turnaround time for the US machine 
tool industry," he said. Machine tool orders are an indication of 
capital investment by manufacturers of durable goods, items that 
last at least three years such as refrigerators and automobiles. 
“American manufacturing is undergoing a long-awaited 
recovery,” Gray said. Foreign orders for machine tools, 
invigorated by the decline in the dollar, which makes US goods 
cheaper overseas, jumped 96.2 per cent to $245.4 million in the 
first half of 1988 over the same period a year eartier.

Hie .average price of a gallon 
of gasoline was 101 .68 cents on 
July 22, up from 99.57 cents two 
weeks earlier, said Trilby Lund- 
berg,- who regularly surveys 
pump prices at 13.0CK) gasoline, 
stations across the nation. 

Lund berg said the higher 
prices are more typical of what 
motorists usually find at the 
pumps during the traditionally 
higher-consumption summer 


driving season. 

**A few weeks ago, it appeared 
that gasoline prices were behav- 
ing ideologically.” she said. 
“They had peaked in late May 
and then fell during June and 
early July, when normally con- 
sumption increases pull prices 
up.” 

Lundberg said prices have 
risen because retailers, though in 
stiff competition for sales, have 
been unable to resist the pressure 
of increases in wholesale prices. 

“The resisted the pressure of 
several weeks, but finally had to 
pass through most of the 
increases to the American 
motorist/’ Lundberg said.

China warns of new taxes, 
price hikes to balance budget 


BEIJING, July 25, (Reuter): 
China said today it needed new 
taxes and price increases to 
balance a budget strained by 
ballooning subsidies and a drop 
in the central government's share 
of national revenue. 

People's Daily printed a 
speech by Finance Minister 
Wang Bingqian in which he said 
authorities had struggled unsuc- 
cessfully to balance the budget in 
the last four years, with Beijing 
giving out more to localities than 
it got back. 

Official figures show China 
has had a budget deficit for the 
last nine years, except I 985. and 
another is forecast for 1988. 

“We cannot meet the demands 
of reform in the years ahead from 
existing sources of revenue.” 
Wang said. “We must break with 
convention and systematically 
open new forms of revenue ... 
including new taxes.” 

Wages 

He said that as wages and 
prices are reformed. China must 
reduce price subsidies, budgeted 
at 36 billion yuan (S9.7 billion) 
this year, equal to 14 per cent of 
total spending. 

"We cannot afford unlimited 
subsidies. Localities cannot 
without authorisation raise the 
standard of Subsidies.” he said. 

That will mean more price 
increases for consumers already 
grumbling over the highest infla- 
tion since the communists seized 
power in 1949. 

Retail prices jumped 13 per 
cent in the first half of this year 


and surged 19 per cent in June 
alone. . 

A Chinese official said last 
week that no new items would be 
added to price reforms for Lhe 
next six months but the leader- 
ship has repeatedly said over- 
hauling China’s price system is 
crucial to the success ofits reform 
programme. 

The pace and extent of this 
overhaul tops the agenda for the 
leaders who are gathering at the 
seaside resort of Beidaihe for 
their annual "beach summit”. 
China Economic News said last 
week. 

“Price reform will be all- 
inclusive. Priority areas are 
expected to include energy and 
producer goods .... the Chinese 
consumer will have to pay more 
for a better stocked market/' it 
said. 

Wang said the reforms, which 
allow local companies and 
governments to retain more of 
their income, had destroyed the 
old centralised revenue system. 

He called lor cuts in spending, 
a halt to building unnecessary 
projects and lor state firms to 
become more competitive and 
efficient, like small-scale and 
rural enterprises that operate 
outside the state sector. 

He also called for better lax 
collection, and launched a fierce 
attack on a “very’ small number 
of tax officials” who were 
corrupt, abused their power, 
took bribes and levied taxes 
according to their connections 
with individuals. 
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Frustrated Soviet 
consumers stashing 
their rubles 


MOSCOW, July 25. ( AP): Soviet 
savings banks hold deposits 
equal to nearly 1,000 rubles 
(SI, 600) for every man. woman 
and child in the country, reflect- 
ing the widespread Frust ration 
consumers experience in finding 
anything to spend their money 
on. 

The savings figure, released by 
officials on Thursday in a partial 
report on the nation’s economic 
performance in the first half of 
1 988, represents half a year's 
salary for most Soviet workers — 
an exceptionally high rate of sav- 
ings compared with Western 
nations — and could spur infla- 
tion as consumer goods appear 
on the market. 

Deposits 

Savings banks hold personal 
deposits of 280 billion rubles 
(S451 billion) at the govern- 
ment's exchange rate for the 
nation's 284 million residents, 
according to Nikolai G. Belov, 
deputy chairman of the Soviet 
State Committee on Statistics. 

What that savings volume says 
about the Soviet economy is that 
desirable goods are scarce and 
consumers are stashing their 
money in banks in fear of high 
prices once state subsidies are 
removed from basic items such as 
food and housing. 

The current five-year econ- 
omic plan crafted by Soviet 
leader Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
and his advisers calls for simul- 
taneous increases in Lhe quality 
and quantity of consumer goods 
— a goal Western analysts and 
even some Soviet economists 
have said is unrealistic. 

Basic figures released by Belov 
at a news conference on Thurs- 
day indicate the Kremlin is see- 
ing the output it has called for, 
but the savings figure and a look 
in any state-run store illustrate 
the slow pace of improvement in 
the production of consumer 
goods and services. 

Only about 10 per cent of 
Soviet families own cars, laundry 
is done by hand in most homes 
for lack of a washing machine, 
and many adults own only three 
or four changes of clothing. 

The unusually high level of 
personal savings in the Soviet 
Union has been criticised by 
prominent economist Nikolai 
Shmelev as an indicator of pent- 
up demand among consumers 
and a potential cause of inflation, 
as a relatively high amount of 
savings would allow consumers 
to pay high prices for goods. 

Grew 

SovieL savings accounts grew 
by 42 billion rubles ($67 billion) 
in 1987. a trend Shmelev has criti- 
cised in a series of articles 
proposing improvements in 
economic planning and analysis. 

in a speech last month during 
the Communist Party con- 


ference, economist Leonid 
Abalkin echoed Western finan- 
cial analysts in contending that 
Soviet leaders are getting a 
skewed picture of the nation's 
industrial performance by 
measuring only quantity and not 
quality. 

Economist Abel Aganbegyan 
stated at a press conference in 
late June that Soviet consumer 
are no better off now than they 
were prior to Gorbachev's econ- 
omic reforms that were 
introduced last year. 

“Unfortunately, the majority 
of Soviet families are not witness- 
ing the materia) benefits ofPeres- 
Lroika,” Aganbegyan told repor- 
ters, referring to Gorbachev's 
policy of eocnomic restructur- 
ing. 

Changes 

Although the reforms have 
brought significant changes in 
personal freedom and created a 
more open atmosphere in the 
Soviet Union, there is little visi- 
ble improvement in the market- 
place. 

The State Committee on Stat- 
istics reported in a dispatch dis- 
tributed by the Tass news agency 
that industrial output from Jan- 
uary through June was 4.7 per 
cent higher than during the first 
half of 1987. 

But Belov noted that short- 
comings continued to plague 
food provision and light indus- 
tries, and Tass the Soviet leader- 
ship “stressed the urgent need for 
immediate solution of the press- 
ing problems of the people's well- 
being." 

The savings figure indicates 
Soviets have far more money in 
the bank than the average family 
in the United States or most 
other developed Western co tw- 
in es. 

The average American last 
year saved only 3.7 per cent ofhis 
income, or 488 dollars. Japanese 
workers put aside about 15.6 per 
cent of their wages, according to 
the Wafa Group in Bala Cyn- 
wyd, Pennsylvania, 

The Soviet economic report 
did not indicate par capita sav- 
ings on an annual basis. 

Soviets earn salaries that gen- 
erally range between 1 50 and 200 
rubles per month ($242 to 323), 
or about 1,800 to 2,400 rubles 
annually ($2,900 to 3,870). 

Jobs 

They face little threat of losing 
their jobs and are guaranteed a 
pension from the state, 
theoretically lessening lhe need 
to put money away for unexpec- 
ted hard times or retirement Yet 
their per capita savings 
represents six months' pay for an 
industrial worker. 

Housing costs for Soviet 
families are fixed at 3 per cent of 
family income, with the state 
subsidising the rest 


Grosz seeks to expand 
trade relations with US 


NEW YORK. July 25, (Reuter): 
New Hungarian leader Karoiy 
Grosz — on the first US trip by a 
Moscow-allied East Bloc chief 
for 10 years — met lop American 
businessmen on Sunday at the 
Long Island estate of millionaire 
George Soros. 

A reform-minded pragmatist 
who look over from Janos Kadar 
as Communist Parly leader on 
May 22, Prime Minister Grosz is 
half way through a 10-day 
official visit designed largely to 
boost trade relations and attract 
US capital to Hungary. 

He is expected to meet top US 
bankers today. Federal Reserve 
Board chairman Alan Greens- 
pan, World Bank and Inter- 
national Monetary Fund 
officials on Tuesday, Treasury 
Secretary James Baker, 
President Reagan and Vice- 
President George Bush on Wed- 
nesday. 

"He is looking around with

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Ivorians expect 
to flush out 
more buyers 
for unsold 
cocoa 

ABIDJAN, July 25'- (Reuter): 
Ivory Coast, paying a waiting 
game with its huge stock of 
unsold cocoa, seems to be flush- 
ing out buyers and forcing them 
to pay premium prices. 

An official of the Cause de 
Stabilisation, the country's 
agricultural marketing body, 
told Reuters yesterday that Ivory 
Coast expected more demand for 
Ivorian cocoa by the end of July. 

Thu: official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said the 
demand would come, as it has for 
the past several weeks, from 
traders who contracted months 
ago to sell Ivorian cocoa to the 
International Cocoa Organisa- 
tion (1CCO) on a given date and 
were now forced to buy because 
the contract had reached its term. 

The ICCO manages a buffer 
stock of thousands of tons of 
cocoa and buys beans from 
specific origins so that purchases 
are spread fairly among all ICCO 
members. 

The official would not say how 
much Ivorian cocoa was needed 
but said that H at the end of July 
there will be a certain number of 
positions” that had to be 
covered. 

This is good news for the 
Ivorians, who have refused to sell 
their cocoa for what they con- 
sider ruinously low prices on 
international cocoa exchanges 
and have been holding on to an 
estimated 150,000 tons of cocoa 
from last season. 

But it is bad news for cocoa 
traders who contracted to deliver 
Ivorian cocoa and now have to 
buy at the Ivorians’ price to get it. 

But support has been limited 
and most other countries have 
sold their crop as it becomes 
available.

LONDON, July 25, (Reuter): 
The dollar showed resilience 
today after recent fails, while 
sterling continued to attract 
investors and touched a two-year 
high against the Deutschemark 
before central bank intervention 
braked itsascenL. 

High British interest rates — 
recently lifted to 10.5 per cent to 
cool a credit-driven boom which 
threatens inflation — made ster- 
ling assets as attractive buy. 

The dollar edged up in late 
trading on expectations that US 
gross national product figures 
due on Wednesday will show 
robust economic expansion — 
which might imply that short- 
term interest rates also will be 
nudged higher in the United 
States to pinch off any threat of 
inflation there. 

Lows 

The dollar ended in London 
worth ] .8445 West German 
marks and 132.10 yen. up from 
day's lows below 1.83 and 
around 131.

Iranian oil 
firm wins 
claim against 
Ashland 

VIENNA. July 25. (OPECNA): 
A court of appeal in Bermuda 
has ruled in favour of the 
National Iranian Oil Company 
(NIOC) allowing legal proceed- 
ings to be initiated after nearly 
nine years in its S282 million 
claim against Ashland overseas 
trading. 

The NIOC claim against the 
Bermuda- based subsidiary of 
Ashland oil relates to non- 

C avmenl of seven cargoes of oil in 
ite 1979. 

Lloyds shipping gazette said 
the outcome of the case was cer- 
tain to set new international legal 
precedents. 

According to the national 
Iranian news agency IRNA, 
NIOC has been battling in cour- 
trooms around the world — 
London. New York. Mississippi, 
the US Supreme Court and the 
international arbitration 
tribunal at the Hague — in 
similar actions, though with the 
exception of Bermuda and Miss- 
issippi, the rest had either lapsed 
or become dormant. 

Claim 

The court of appeal overtur- 
ned a Bermudian supreme court 
ruling given six months earlier 
that blocked NIOC pursuing its 
claim. The new judgment allows 
the company to press ahead with 
its case which also includes 
accrued interest on the non- 
payment. 

Ashland can appeal the 
decision in London because Ber- 
muda is a British crown colony. 

Ceiling for 
NRIs may be 
raised 

CALCUTTA. July 25: A raise in 
the ceiling for portfolio invest- 
ment by non-resident Indians is 
likely. 

The present ceiling is five per 
cent. According to reliable sour- 
ces. this may be raised to eight per 
cent. 

The sources say seniorofficials 
in the prime minister’s secretariat 
favour a three per cent increase 
on the existing ceiling, although 
during the discussions the 
desirability of a still higher ceil- 
ing. say nine to 10 per cent, may 
have been suggested. 

Decision 

A decision on this issue, as also 
on other measures to make the 
existing scheme more attractive 
for non-resident Indians, will be 
taken by the Indian government 
after it receives the final report of 
the high-power working group 
on capital markets headed by 
Abid Hussain, member of Plan- 
ning Commission. 

Interestingly. Hussain, in his 
interim recommendations, has 
suggested that the present ceiling 
should be increased.

Japanese economy sending ‘confused signals’ 


TOKYO, July 25, (API: Shortly 
after the Tokyo Stock Exchange 
opened last Tuesday: grim-faced 
Japanese businessmen began fil- 
ing into the lobby of the Sanyo 
Securities Co. Ltd. to watch the 
stock market perform. 

Their faces grew grimmer as a 
retreat that began the day before, 
when the US dollar soared 1 .75 
yen. quickly turned into a rout. 
By the time the market closed on 
Tuesday, the barometer Nikkei 
stock average of 225 issues had 
sustained its biggest loss of 1988. 
falling 513.09 points. 

The next day, businessmen 
again packed the lobby. Their 
fortunes soared this time as the 
index gained 404.95 points, the 
largest single-day gain so far this 
year. The dollar took a bearing, 
losing nearly 1.30 yen. 

Plunged 

Two days later, the Nikkei 
index plunged again, losing 
nearly 400 points. Overall, the 
market lost 935.05 points — 
more than 3 per cent ofits value 
— between July 14 and 19. 

The decline continued as this 
week opened. Today the market 
initially jumped up 76.55 points 


at the opening bell, then closed 
down 117.81 a't 27,1 83.53. 

“I think these are continuing 
signs of confusion over the direc- 
tion of the economy in Japan.” 
said William Sterling, senior 
economist for Merrill Lynch 
Securities Company in Tokyo. 
"These are warning signals, and 
people are nervous.” 

Many market analysts blamed 
the wave of selling on market 
shifts, from steel and shipbuild- 
ing to electronics. 

Fluctuations 

But Sterling said the wild fluc- 
tuations are a symbol of a much 
deeper problem. He said inves- 
tors are trying to take their 
money into more reputable 
stocks so they have a better 
chance of selling if the market 
falls. 

Some Japanese economists 
claim ihe danger signs indicate 
trouble ahead in the economy. 
Others, such as Bank of Tokyo 
economist Teruhiko Mano. say 
the market is merely stabilising 
and correctly reacting to 
developments. 

Mano said the United States 
will have to raise interest rates if it 


wants to keep attracting Japan- 
ese investment, and that in turn 
will force Japan to raise its 
interest rates, increasing the dan- 
ger of inflation. 

“Tbe dollar went up, and the 
market went down. Our econ- 
omy is reacting to the capitalistic 
system. It shows it is working 
well,” he said. 

Interest rates are already up in 
the United States, West Ger- 
many and Britain. There also is a 
strong upward pressure on the 
dollar. 

Some Japanese economists 
have warned that a stronger 
dollar combined with higher 
interest rates could trigger a 
"black Monday” market crash 
in Tokyo. 

Indicators 

The gloomy view is far from 
universal. Last week, a group of 
21 Japanese financial institu- 
tions issued a glowing report on 
the economy, saying growth 
through the fiscal year was 
expected to be 4.4 per cent to 5.4 
percent. 

But the leading index of econ- 
omic indicators fell two months 
in a row, in March and April. 


Booming demand for diamonds in 
Japan helps to push world prices higher 


TOKYO, July 25. (Reuter): 
Booming demand for diamonds 
in Japan and its East Asian 
neighbours is helping to push 
world prices for the stones higher 
this year. Asian traders say. 

Diamond rings have become a 
fad in fashion-conscious Japan, 
now the second largest market 
for diamonds after the United 
States. Imports up to mid-July 
were about 50 per cent up on last 
year's figures, traders say. 

De Beers Consolidated Mines 
Ltd of South Africa, which con- 
trols 80 per cent of the world 
diamond trade, is reaping the 
benefits. 

It says its world sales of rough 
gems and industrial diamonds 
were up 41 per cent to a record 
S2.2 billion in the first half of this 
year compared with the same 
period last year. The company 
also raised prices 1 3.5 per cent in 
May. 

Sales 

Retailers in Japan said thesud- 
den boom in diamond sales was 
partly due to the strong yen. 
which has made diamonds a bar- 
gain for the Japanese consumers. 

A recent advertising campaign 
also successfully pushed the 
romantic appeal of diamond 
gifts, enticing young Japanese 
into the jewellery shops. 

“You might say there is fad 
amongyoung people here to own 
a piece of diamond jewellery,” 
said an executive in one import- 
ing firm. 

Ryo Yamaguchi. managing 
director of K. Mikimoto and Co. 
Ltd, one of Japan's largest retail 
jewellers, said unmarried Japan- 
ese working women generally 
have money to spend on 
jewellery and other luxuries as 
many still live with their parents. 

People in Japan, South Korea. 
Taiwan and other East Asian 
markets are not only buying 
more diamonds, but they gen- 
erally go for better-quality stones 
than consumers in the United 
States. 

Thailand, which in the past 
few years has become the world's 
biggest cutter of coloured stones, 
imported more diamonds in the 
first four months of this year 
than during the whole of 1987. 
Booming 

In Taiwan and South Korea, 
diamond sales have been booing 
mg along with economic growth. 
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A shop assistant in a Tokyo jewellery shop holds two 
diamond rings, each worth more than $60,000. Traders say 
booming demand from Japan and its neighbours is one of 
the main factors In the recent rise In world diamond prices. 
(Reuter wirephoto) 


import duties have driven the 
market almost entirely under- 
ground. 

Exact figures for imports are 
unavailable. But a 1986 survey 
by De Beers ranked South Korea 
as the fifth largest diamond 
market in the world. Unofficial 
estimates put diamond demand 
there at about S500 million a 
year. 

Traders in South Korea 
estimate that 95 per cent of the 
trade there is illegal and. with the 
import tax currently set at 347.7 
per cent, it is no wonder. 

Kay Kang, on executive with a 
South Korean company 
representing a large overseas 
diamond trader, said the best 


selling items in South Korea were 
diamond wedding rings. 

“Korean people like better- 
quality diamonds. They don't 
care much about cut, but clarity, 
colour and carat are important.” 
said Kang. 

South Korean diamond 
specialists said they did not 
expect a significant rise in 
diamond sales this year, but there 
should be a dramatic liberalisa- 
tion of the market after the Seoul 
Olympics in September. 

"Traders say that when the 
market is freed, it has lo be narr- 
owed down to a zero-per-cent 
free tax. because even with a 50- 
per-cent tax there will still be a 
black market." Kang said.

Dealers were happy to await 
further new s of the peace process 


in the Gulf which they think 
might promote greater OPEC 
cooperation and thus lead to 
higher oil prices. 

Uncertainty about a meeting 
of OPECs pricing committee 
also put a dampener on the 
market. 

Power 

Various reports have cir- 
culated lhal the committee, 
which has the power lo call a full 
OPEC meeting to deal with the 
prev ailing oversupply, will meet 
on August 3. But no committee 
member has so far confirmed 
that. 


Historically, such a trend has 
meant a recession wi thin four to 
eight months. 

Industrial production also was 
down 3.8 per cent for April and 
May, which means zero or 
negative growth for the second 
quarter. 

Housing starts have been fall- 
ing rapidly, following a boom 
last year that helped force real 
estate prices into a steep rise and 
cooled the ardor of prospective 
home-buyers.

Rut of Japan's problems stem 
from recent US economic, which 
Sterling says indicates how 
closely world economies have 
become linked.

“The United States is seeing

New oilfield 
promises 
good yield 

NEW DELHI, July 25: The Min- 
ister of Petroleum and Natural 
Gas, Brahm Dutt, has said that a 
new oilfield with a potential to 
produce four million tonnes of 
oil per year had been discovered 
in the western offshore, reports 
Economic Times. 

The field named 'Neelam' has 
emerged as a single large field 
from two structures — B- 131 and 
B-I32 which were earlier con- 
sidered independent 

Covering an area of 86 square 
kilometres, the Neelam field is 
considered as one of the most 
promising fields in the area, the 
minister told the members at the 
consultative committee of 
parliamen l attached to bis minis- 
try. 

Brahm Dutt said that in the 
eastern region, gas had been dis- 
covered in the Adamtiia struc- 
ture in the Karimganj district of 
Assam. Gas from the well on this 
structure, located 60 km west of 
Silchar, flowed at the rate of 0.6 
lakh cubic meLres per day. 

Objective 

He also informed members 
that Oil India Limited had 
already achieved the Seventh 
Plan objective of establishing 
geological reserves of 1 06 million 
tonnesofoil and oil equivalent of 
gas in the first three years of the 
plan. 

This, the minister said, had 
been possible through the dis- 
covery of eight oil-hearing and 
one gas-bearing structure, 
including the promising Kura- 
chai structure in Arunachai 
Pradesh. 

Referring to the signing of 
contracts with foreign oil com- 
panies for exploration in off- 
shore blocks, Brahm Dutt said 
with the latest production-shar- 
ing contract for two blocks in the 
Keraia-Konkan basin, eight 
such contracts in all had been 
concluded. Negotiations for one 
more block were in progress. 

He referred to the recent 
accident in the North Sea where a 
rig had been destroyed ostensibly 
due to gas leak and said that 
taking a cue from the accident, a 
safety audit had been ordered for 
all oil rigs and platforms as well 
as refineries as a preventive 
measure. 


Reagan budget update likely 
to keep deficit on back burner 


WASHINGTON, July 25, 
(Reuter): The huge US federal 
deficit, a non-issue so far in the 
1988 presidential race, could 
become a hot campaign topic if 
the news is bad when the White 
House issues its mid-year budget 
review this week. 

But most independent finan- 
cial experts predict the report will 
project a deficit which falls 
within limits set by law. thus 
averting last-minute spending 
cuts and keeping voter concern 
over government red ink on the 
back burner. 

At the core of the report — 
delayed to an as yet unspecified 
release date this week to give 
policymakers time to gauge the 
impact of this summer's Midwest 
drought on farm subsidies — will 
be a new estimate of the budget 
gap for fiscal year 1989, which 
begins on October 1 . 

Spending 

By law, the report must show a 
deficit of less than S 1 44 billion or 
the government must cut most 
spending, for social programmes 
as well as defence projects, by a 
uniform percentage. The exact 
percentage depends on how 
much the deficit estimate exceeds 
the target. 

Coming just a month before 
the November election, any cuts 
could return the budget issue to 
the campaign front lines. 

A spotlight on the budget 
would presumably do most 
damage to the presidential cam- 
paign of Republican George 
Bush, because the vice-president 
is running on the economic 
record of the Reagan administra- 
tion. 

Under Reagan, the deficit 


soared to new heights and has 
only recently begun to come 
down again. 

However, budget analysts 
predict the office of management 
and budget will exercise enough 
fiscal legerdemain to come up 
with an estimate just below the 
SI 44 billion threshhold. 

Stanley Collender, a budget 
analyst with accounting firm 
Price Waterhouse, said it is a 
close call whether the estimate 
exceeds the target. “But if they 
want to, then they can come up 
with a deficit estimate that is 
below the trigger point. 

Discretion 

“They’re politically sensitive. 
They know as well as anyone else 
that Republicans as well as 
Democrats don’t want a seques- 
tration," Collender said, using 
the formal term for the process of 
across-the-board cuts set out in 
the law. 

Collender estimated the actual 
deficit will end up closer to 5160- 
165 billion, “but believe it or not. 
there's enough discretion there 
to let them do what they want.” 

In the first nine months of fis- 
cal 1988 , the federal deficit was 
SI 18 billion compared with 
12036 billion in the first nine 
months of fiscal 1987. 

Red ink in all of fiscall 987 was 
SI 50.44 billion. In its February 
budget, the White House 
estimated that the 1988 deficit 
would be 146.7 billion. 

Administration officials deny 
charges they doctor their budget' 
estimates for political ends. In 
fact. White House budget chief 
James Miller has said on several 
occasions recently that across- 


the-board cuts were ”a distinct 

^BtuMilier “has left the Con- 
gress leeway to take action, in the 
form of 'spending cuts in 
appropriations bills, to keep 
them in line with the budget 
agreement" reached in Novem- 
bTr between the White House 
and the bipartisan leadership in 
Congress, said budget office 
spokesman Barbara Ciav. 

These appropriations bills. 1 i 
of which are traditionally passed 
each year, set out Congress s 
specific spending decisions. The 
bills for fiscal 1 989 are still wend- 
ing their way through Congress, 
with a deadline of October I . 

Accord 

It was the November budget 
accord, the result of intense bar- 
gaining following the October 
stock market crash, which set 
ceilings for both defence and 
social programme spending for 
fiscal 1988 and 1989 and enabled 
the usual political f urore over the 
soaring national debt to subside 
during the campaign. 

Given the contentious nature 
of budget politics, it is not surpr- 
ising that both Bush and Massa- 
chusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis, his Democratic rival 
for the presidency, have stuck to 
generalities and shunned 
specifics in their campaigns. 

‘‘The candidates are merely 
responding to the public will, 
which is that the deficit should be 
reduced but without spending 
cuts or tax increases,” Collender 
said. 

“For a candidate to spell out 
specifics at this time would only 
invite the other candidate to 
attack," he said.

NEW YORK. July 25. (AP): 
American tourists are striking 
out for countries like Spain, Por- 
tugal, Greece and Turkey in 
increasing numbers as they seek 
to make the most of their dimini- 
shed dollars, travel agents and 
tour operators report. 

Costs in those countries are 
lower and their currencies have 
not risen as sharply against the 
dollar as others have. 

About 2.3 million Americans 
are vacationing overseas this 
year, tbe same level as last year, 
and sharply up from the 1.8 
miOidn who ventured abroad in 
the summer .of 1986, when the 
dollar's slide and terrorist 
attacks kept many at home. 

Spiral 

This summer the dollar has 
continued its downward spiral 
despite a rebound earlier this 
month. A dollar bought 1 31 
Japanese yen on Friday, com- 
pared with 151 yen a year ago, 
while a British pound has risen to 
$1.74 from $1.61. 

“The big factor obviously is 
the purchasing power of the 
American dollar.” said James V. 


Cammisa, a travel industry con- 
sultant in New York. “That's 
really the driving force.” 

Europe still accounts for 
about half of all vacation travel 
overseas by Americans. Britain. 
France, West Germany, Italy 
and Switzerland remain the most 
popular destinations, with 
Britain the leader by far. 

Purchases 

Low buying power is keeping 
American tourists out of Japan, 
said Paul Kerstetter, vice- 


for Maupintour Inc. in 
Lawrence, Kansas,- one pf. the 
country's largest tour operators. 
“People just can’t afford to do 
it," he said. , 

Even when Americans stick 
with their traditional vacation 
spots, many of them arc cutting 
back their spending or staying 
for shorter periods, experts say. 

“They’re buying down,” said 
Robin Prestage, a spokesman in 
New York for the British Tourist 
Authority. 

For some US travellers, that 
means staying in a moderately 


priced hotel, or even a bed-and- 
breakfast, instead of first-class 
accommodations, or cutting 
back or eliminating purchases of 
French perfume, British chin- 
aware and other goods. 

A typical seven-day European 
tour package, including airfare, 
hotels and some meals, costs 
around $1350 per person this 
summer, up about $70 from last 
year. A room in a moderate 
European hotel runs about S150 
a day. compared with $ 1 00 a year 
ago, while the average round-trip 
plane fare to Europe has jumped 
to about 5800 from 5600. 

Another feature this summer; 
more vacationers going abroad 
are using plane tickets obtained 
through frequent-flier program- 
mes. Some travel agents estimate 
that as many as 25 per cent of 
their customers for foreign travel 
are cashing in frequent-flier 
awards. 

That could be artificially 
inflating overseas travel figures 
for this summer, since many of 
the “frequent fliers” might not 
have taken the trip without the 
free ticket. 


World Bank plans lOpc hike in lending 


WASHINGTON. July 25: The 
World Bank is now confident 
that it has a “very strong basis” 
for the planned expansion of 
bank lending by 10 per cent a 
year to over 520 billion a year by 
the early nineties. Dr Ernest 
Stern, senior vice-president for 
finance, said at a special briefing 
recently in New York, according 
to Economic Times. 

income 

Stern's remarks are 
reproduced in the latest issue of 
“World Bank News”. Stem said 
that fiscal 1988 was an excellent 
year for the bank. He cited 
approval of a capital increase 
which raised the bank's total 
authorised capital to 5171. 4 
billion and “increasingly cost 
effective and growing access” to 
international markets. 

The bank's net income for fis- 
cal 1988, ending June 30, 1988. 
was SI. 004 billion against last 
year's 1.113 billion. When added 
to reserves, the net income will 
bring the bank's total reserves lo 
S8.5 billion, he said- 


The World Bank also saved 
$476 million from refinancings, 
not included in the fiscal 1988 
borrowing programme. The 
refinancings totalled S4.4 billion 
equivalent of earlier high coupon 
borrowings. 

Largely because of these sav- 
ings, the bank was able to lower 
its lending rate twice in fiscal 
1988. The lending rate now 
stands at 7.59 per cent for the six 
months beginning July 1. 1988. 
This rate is the lowest since the 
pool-based lending rate system 
began in July 1982. 

The bank's eqnity on June 30, 
1988 consisted of 55.4 billion of 
usable paid in capital plus 58.5 
billion of reserves and 
accumulated net income, com- 
pared to 54.9 billion and $7.7 
billion respectively on June 30, 
1987. 

Commitments 

New loan commitments by the 
World Bank in fiscal 1988 
totalled $14.8 billion compared 
to S 14.2 billion last year. Disbur- 
sements reached a record level of 
SI 1 .6 billion — up 5250 million

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BRAZILIAN PUTS PRESSURE ON PROST 


^enna wins W. German Grand Prix 
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Senna lifts the winner's trophy after the race. (Reuter wirephoto) 


HOCKENHEIM, West Ger- 
many, July 25, (Reuter): 
Brazilian Ayrton Senna gave 
another exhibition of his accom- 
plished wet track driving skills 
yesterday as he raced to a convin- 
cing victory in the West German 
Grand Prix motor race. 

Senna, who won in heavy rain 
at the British Grand Prix two 
weeks ago, led from the lights to 
the chequered flag at the deman- 
ding 6.797-km Hockenheim cir- 
cuit for a triumph which cut 
McLaren teammate Alain 
Frost's lead in the World Cham- 
pionship to three points. 

After nine of the season's 16 
Formula One races. Frenchman 
Prost, who finished a distant 
second, has a total of 60 poinls 
and Senna, in his first season with 
the all-conquering McLaren 
team, 57. 

Treacherous 

- Senna, driving with controlled 
flair on a track made treacherous 
by rain before and during the 44- 
lap 299 kilometres race, finished 
in a winning rime of one hour 32 
minutes 54. 1 88 seconds. 

It was his fourth win in five 
races, his fifth of the season and 
the 1 1th of his 71 -race career. 

Prost was 13.609 seconds 
behind, having been forced to 
give up his vain chase for the lead 
on the 34th lap when he spun 
violently and lost nearly 20 
seconds. 

Senna's win and Prost's 
second place extended the 
McLaren team's record winning 
start to the season to nine con- 
secutive races. They have 
enjoyed one-two finishes in six of 


them. 

For the rest, it was always a 
battle for second place once 
Prost had overcome a poor start 
and. on the 1 2th lap. regained the 
second position he had held on 
the grid. 

The Ferrari* of Austrian Ger- 
hard Berger and Italian Michele 
Alborcto finished in third and 
fourth positions — Alboreto 
thanks to a late and lengthy pit- 
stop by Italian Alessandro Nan- 
nim in a Benetton for repairs to a 
broken throttle cable — to prove 
once again the supremacy of the 
turbo-powered engines on 
Europe's high-speed circuits. 

Ivan Capelli of Italy came fifth 
in his march to lead the normally- 
aspirated contenders. It equalled 
his previous best result at the 
Canadian Grand Prix. 

He was followed home by 
Thierry Boutsen in the second 
BeneLton, the Belgian admitting 
afterwards that his car had been 
"almost impossible to control," 
during the race beca use of the wet 
track. 

World champion Nelson 
Piquet of Brazil, seeking to com- 
plete a hat-trick of West German 
wins in his 1 50th Grand Prix. was 
unable to complete a full lap. 

Having taken the risk of 
retaining slick tyres for the race. 
Piquet lost control of his car on 
the wet track and aquaplaned 
into a barrier of tyres of the open- 
ing lap. 

He managed to recover and 
reach the pits, but retired with a 
badly-damaged car and a serious 
clutch problem. 

Piquet said: "It was a big one. I 


aquaplaned off Lhe straight . . . 
the car swung left. Lhen right and 
I lost control. 

“It was a shame — I knew the 
first lap was the most risky." 

Piquet's accident, in which the 
driver was not injured, was one of 
several spins and near-misses in 
an incident-packed race. 

In addition to Prost's unexpec- 
ted spin. Frenchman Philippe 
Aliiot's Lola race into the tyres at 
the Chicane. Alex Caffi's Dallara 
lost a tyre. fellow-Ilalian Andrea 
de Cesaris spun off and 
recovered and Berger was forced 
to run off on to the grass to pass 
West German Be rad Schneider's 
Zakspeed. 

The Austrian drove on shak- 
ing his fist in anger following the 
last incident. 

Pushing 

Senna, dearly happy to have 
opened up his private title race 
with Prost. said: *i knew Alain 
was pushing hard to get back at 
me. so I just concentrated on 
maintaining the gap. 

"With wet tyres over a full race 
distance without a stop, it was a 
bit difficult. But my fifth win feels 
good.” 

Prost, who retired in the rain at 
Silver st one two weeks ago, said: 
"The races are not going~Lhe way 
I would like them at the moment 
and. in these conditions. I am not 
very confident, which is why ! 
had a bad start." 

Berger admitted: "We have no 
chance of winning any races at 
Ferrari this season with our fuel 
consumption problems. I am 
looking forward to next season." 


Yankees 
and Royals 
*share 
four games 

NEW YORK. July 25, (APJ: In 
four games between the New 
York Yankees and Kansas City 
Royals, there were 56 runs, 81 
hits, 161.019 fans and not a 
moment of boredom. 

The teams capped a wild series 
yesterday with lhe Yankees win- 
ning 10-8 after blowing a seven- 
run lead. New York, which lost 
the previous day despile Dave 
Winfield's first-winning Grand 
Slam, gained 1 a tie for first in the 
American League East, as 
Detroit lost 1-0 to Oakland. 

The Royals and Yankees won 
two games each. 

“We had a chance to win all 
four. But give Kansas City credit 
for battling hard. All four were 
great games for the fans to 
watch,” Yankees manager Lou 
Piniella said. “I'm proud of the 
way our team battled back 
today, especially after the two 
devastating losses we had the 
past couple of nights.” 

Kansas City had scored a run 

in the second, two in the third and 
five more in the fourth to take an 
8-7 lead. But Jack Clark hit a

A week ago she seta 
world recordtTf 7 7T5^0Bts-in 
the heptathlon at the nine-day 
trials, which ended on Saturday. 

Kingdom’s performance of 
13.14 seconds came in the same 
semifinal race that ended Greg 
Foster’s bid to make the US 
Olympic team with a broken left 
arm. 

Foster, twice world champion, 
lost his balance after becoming 
slightly entangled with a fellow 


hurdler before Lhe sixth hurdle 
and stopped following the eighth 
hurdle rather than risk a fall. 

Only the top three finishers in 
the 1 10 metres hurdles final, 
which was scheduled for later 
Saturday, earn spots on the US 
team for Seoul. 

Kingdom topped the list when 
he won the final in a wind-aided 
13.21 seconds. Tonie Campbell 
and Arthur Blake finished 
second and third. 

Sianey, in a time of three min- 
utes and 58.92 seconds, won by 
eight metres over Regina Jacobs 
in the fastest women’s 1,500 ever 
run in the United States as she 
made the US team in her second 
evehtrShe W<Sh the 3,000 metres' 
earlier in the trials.

Pam Marshall finished second 
in the women’s 200 metres final 
in 21.93 seconds and Gwen 
Torrence was third in 22.02 
seconds.

N. Korea may attend Seoul Games 


SEOUL, July 25. (Reuter): 
South Korean opposition 
leaders said today an apparent 
thaw in relations with North 
Korea could lead Pyongyang to 
attend the Seoul Olympics. 

Kim Dae-Jung, chief of the 
main opposition Democratic 
Reunification Party, told repor- 
ters: “If the proposed SouLh- 
North parliamentary talks go 
well. I believe there will be 
progress in solving the question 
of North Korea participating in 
the Olympic Games.” 

“Or we may expect the North 
to send a goodwill mission of 
some sort to help celebrate the 
Olympics,” he said without 
elaborating. 

Representatives of ruling and 


opposition parties met in 
Parliament today to continue 
discussions on steps towards the 
parliamentary conference, 
proposed by the North last week . 

South Korea's state radio yes- 
terday said US officials 
separately told visitors from 
President Roh Tae-Woo's party 
and from another opposition 
party led by Kim Young- Sam 
that Pyongyang may announce a 
derision to take part in the Olym- 
pics on August 15 — Korea's 
Independence Day. 

Rejected 

North Korea has said it would 
not attend unless it is allowed to 
co-host the Games — a demand 
rejected by both South Korea 
and the International Olympic 


Committee (IOC). 

In the report, the Korea 
Broadcasting System quoted the 
US officials as saying the North 
was likely to accept five Olympic 
events jointly offered by Seoul 
and the IOC — to stage all or 
some of the archery, table tennis, 
cycling, soccer and women’s 
volleyball events. North Korea 
had earlier rejected the offer as 
inadequate. 

Kim Young-Sam quoted 
unnamed US officials as telling a 
Democratic Reunification Party 
vice-president, now visiting 
Washington, that there was a 
possibility Pyongyang would 
abandon its boycott of the 
Games, due to open on Septem- 
ber 17. party officials said. 


Cayton wanted to 
buyout Tyson 

NEW YORK, July 25. lAP): A 
pubjished report quoted heav- 
yweight champion Mike Tyson 
as saying that manager Bill 
Cayion “wanted to buy me out 
for S40 million.” 

Tyson told the New York 
Daily News in its Sunday edi- 
tions that when Cayton made the 
S40 million buyout suggestion, 
he was serious. 

Doubts 

"I didn't see him laughing 
when he said it.” Tyson said. "I 
told him I wouldn’t even think of 
it.” 

Tyson said he doubts he can 
ever again work with Cayion. 
“He took advantage of me." the 
champion said.

Injured Lawson fights 
off unlucky Gardner 


LE CASTELLET. France, July 
*25. (Agencies): Former world 
champion Eddie Lawson won 
the French 500cc motorcycling 
Grand Prix yesterday despite rid- 
ing with a dislocated shoulder 
suffered in a fall last week. 

The American, on a Yamaha, 
extended his lead over reigning 
champion Wayne Gardner of 
Australia, fourth in the race, to 
27 points with his victory from 
Christian Sarron of France and 
fellow-American Kevin Sch- 
waniz. 

Lawson, who injured his 
shoulder when he fell in last Sun- 
day's Yugoslav round at Rijeka. 
Look advantage of Gardner's 
mechanical problems in the late 
siages to win his fifth Grand Prix 
of the season. 

The Australian, riding with an 
injured wrist after a training 
crash, opened a gap on the rest 
and seemed to be heading for 
victory before his Honda” lost 
power on the Iasi few bends. 

Attempted 

Sarron, fastest in practice for 
the fifth successive time, had a 
terrible start as he attempted to 
win at home at long Iasi. 

But he fought back on his 
Yamaha and took turns with 
Gardner and Schwantz, riding a 
Suzuki, to lead in the middle sec- 
tion of the race. 

Lawson came through later 
and began to tussle with Gardner 
for the lead in the dosing stages. 

After the race the 28-year-old 
Gardner was most disappointed 
with his result. “1 had the race 


won but the engine cut out at the 
end of the straight and that was 
that. The others managed to get 
past and I only managed fourth.” 
said Gardner. 

Gardner may take consolation 
from thefacl that he shattered the 
lap record by over two seconds as 
he fought out possibly the finest 
race ever seen round the 5.81 km 
circuit. 

With only five rounds remain- 
ing Gardner is still optimistic 
about his title chances. "Al- 
though Eddie Lawson has a big 
advantage I aim to take every 
race as it comes and keep Lhe 
pressure on right until the final 
round in Brazil in September.” he 
said. 

Gardner's teammate in the 
Rothmans Honda 500cc team, 
Shunji Yatsushiro, also had his 
share of bad luck in France. The 
former Japanese Formula One 
champion crashed out of the race 
early on and dislocated his hip. 

World 250cc champion Tony 
Mang took no part in the French 
Grand Prix following hiscrash in 
Yugoslavia the previous week 
wrhich left him nursing a broken 
collarbone. His teammate. Fren- 
chman Dominique Sarron. was 
desperately keen to do well at 
Paul Ricard and he kept the 
home fans happy finishing in 
third place on the Rothmans 
Honda NSR250 behind Jacques 
Cornu and Sito Pons. 

The chase for the champion- 
ships moves on to round 12 and 
the British Grand Prix at Donin- 
glon Park on August 7. 


Sochaux defeat Racing 
to stay in top position 


PA R1S July 25. ( Reuter): A goal 
in each half’from Stephanc Paille 
kept newly promoted Sochaux 
on top of the French Soccer 
League with a 2-0 home victory 
over Malra Racing Paris on 
Saturday.

Delgado puts dope row behind him to triumph in Paris 


PARIS, July 25. (Reuter): Pedro 
Delgado of Spain, refusing to 
yield to the pressures of the dop- 
ing controversy surrounding him 
this week, was finally crowned 
victor of the 75lh Tour de France 
on the Champs Elysees yester- 
day. 

Delgado, who killed off all his 
rivals jn the Alps and the Pyren- 
ees with the finesse ofa ma tador, 
became only the third Spaniard 
to win cycling's most prestigious 
race. The last was Luis Ocana in 
1973. 

The 22nd and final stage of the 
three-week marathon, covering 
more than 3,000 kins. was won 
by the Tour’s outstanding sprin- 
ter Jeah.Paul van Poppel of the 
Netherlands. 

Previous 

The Dutch rider collected his 
fourth Peugeot car for a stage 
win in the race. His three 
previous victories had been 
achieved on successive Tues- 
days. 

Delgado, who this week was 
found to have taken the masking 
agent probenecid, was cleared 
because the drug is not yet on the . 
proscribed list of the Inter- 
national Cycling Union tUCi) 
although it is banned by the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC).

The final parade — six times

Rooks won the king of the moun- 
tains title, the first Dutch rider 
ever to do so. 

Eddy Planckaert of Belgium

Enk Breukink of 
the Netherlands the while jersey 
as best young rider and another 
Dutch rider. Frans Maassen, the 
red jersey for winning the inter- 
medialesprints. 

Though Delgado's victory was 
met with great rejoicing in Spain 
and, particular! v. his home town 
of Segovia, it may be some time 
before Ids fellow-countrymen 


can greet him in style. 

Delgado said he would go 
straight on to the Netherlands to 
Lake part in races there before 
returning home on August 8. 

Longo. 29. of Grenoble in eas- 
tern France, took the overall 
leader's yellow jersey from Mon- 
ique Knol of the Netherlands 
following the July 9 prolog ue and 
never gave it up. 

The winner of the 12th and 
final stage — a relatively flat leg 
of 64.5 kilometres from Chaville 
to Paris — was French cyclist 
Virgin nie Lafurgue. 

Expected 

The women crossed the finish 
line on the Champs Elysees a few 
hours before the men were expec- 
ted to arrive, ending the 838- 
kilometre race that began July 
II. 

This year’s fifth separate Tour 
de France included 12 national 
teams, unlike the men’s Tour in 
which the teams arc named for 
their sponsors and often include 
cyclists of different nationalities. 

France had two teams with 
Italy. West Germany, the Soviet 
LInion. the United States. Aus- 
iralia. Britain. Switzerland, the 
Netherlands and China also 
competing. There was a com- 
bined team from Scandinavian 
countries. 


Descamps 
scores easy 
victory in 
Morocco

FRENCH Moroccan driver 
Paul Descamps and co-driver M. 
GauLheron took a decisive and 
unchallenged victory in this 
weekend's Marlboro Rallye du 
Maroc. 

During the four-day event, 
which ended on Saturday even- 
ing, some thiny ; one starters 
dwindled to only eight finishers, 
and drivers were faced with 
arduous conditions, particularly 
on the Ouzurzate sections. 
However. Descamps, driving an 
Opel Mania 400 took the lead 
early on and held it until the end 
of the Moroccan rally.

The two cars 
were supported and serviced 
throughout the event by Guy 
Consoui, an ex-Belgian cham- 
pion. and proved that these 
specialist cars, built for these 
type of conditions, can still notch 
up solid results here. 

Third place was taken by 
Lacaze in a Group N Toyota 
Corolla, and fourth position was 
clinched by Mazoyerin a Citroen 
1000P. The gap between Des- 
camps and the last -place finisher. 
M. Ricard. was a staggering 7 
hours. Between Descant ps and 
Lacaze the gap was more than 
two hours. 

Clear 

As the competitors, and most 
particularly, the favourite for the 
event. Mohammed Bin Sulayem. 
began lo drop out, or encounter 
problems, it became increasingly 
dear that the two Mantas were 
dominating the field. 

Descamps took his lead on the 
third competitive section, when 
both Sulayem and Flory Rooth- 
aerL the Belgian Group B cham- 
pion, and second seed for Lhe 
event, encountered problems 
with their near-produclion 
model Group A cars. These two 
set the fastest times on the first 
special stages, but lhe Mantas 
were never far behind. Then, 
while the two Group A cars 
floundered on the third com- 
petitive section. Descamps 
moved ahead, selling a lime two 
minutes dear of Suiayem’s. 

Bin Sulayem, driving the 
familiar red and while Marlboro 
sponsored Ford Sierra RS Cos- 
worth had suffered suspension 

f iroblems on the stage, when Lhe 
ront struts exploded, damaging 
the roll bar. Sulayem and Irish 
co-driver Ronan Morgan had to 
drive a further 20km before the 
end of the stage, and expected to 
lose considerably more time; 
however their lime for the earlier 
section of the stage had been so 
fast that they had managed to 
keep the deficit back to only 2 
minutes. 

The pair looked set to catch 
Descamps by the end of the leg, 
but the engine on the Ford, 
brand new, and fitted only days 
before, blew. leaving a hole in the 
side of the engine block. 

Rendezvous 

Roothaert had also fallen well 
back by (his stage, having sus- 
tained two punctures on stage 
three, and then, his service crew 
got lost and failed lo make a 
rendezvous, which left him 
floundering in the dark with 
inadequate lights. Not surprisin- 
gly he also got lost, and fell back . 
He was in third place by the end 
of the leg. but was expected to 
pull back some time from second 
placed Borne. However, he 
encountered further problems 
with his N issan Silvia, and had to 
stop and was finally forced out of 
theeveni when hisengine blew up 
15km before El Kelaa M’Gouna. 

By the start of the final sec Lion 
it was already clear that disasters 
aside, the Opcls would lake first 
and second positions. They suf- 
fered few problems during the 
event. Descamps had to endure 
petrol fumes for a while on the 
first and third legs, when his filler 
cap came off, though the second 
time the problem was traced lo a 
small leak at the fuel pump and 
was quickly rectified. Team- 
mate Borne collected a puncture 
on the third leg, and later hit a 
rock while trying to overtake a 
truck in thick, blinding dust. His 
front suspension was damaged 
slightly, but not enough to cost 
him his place. 

The Italian team of Garosci 
and Tamburelli made one of the 
most spectacular retirement 
when their Alfa Romeo 33 rolled 
— fortunately only once, or it 
would have plunged down a cliff. 

The most intrepid driver of the 
event had to be 75-year-old 
Georges Hovel in a Renault 
Fuego, who finished in seventh 
place. He had no service crew at 
all for the gruelling four day 
event. He needed new brake pads 
at the Ouzarzaie halt, and was 
disappointed to find that the 
local Renault garage had already 
closed. Instead of abandoning 
the event, he hunted down the 
owner of the garage who opened 
up the store and supplied the 
pads.

LEEDS, England, July 25. 
(Reuter): Injured Allan Lamb, 
batting with a runner, fo ugh ( a 
gallant battle but the West Indies 
pace onslaught shattered 
England once more on the fourth 
day of the fourth cricket Test 
today. 

England stumbled to 138 all 
out in their second innings, leav- 
ing West Indies 65 to win. With 
one day left, the tourists were 27 
for none at the close, needing 
only 38 for a 3-0 winning lead in 
the five-match series. 

Lamb, still in considerable 
pain after tearing a cal f muscle on 
Friday, stayed 87 minutes and. in 
a gutsy display on an otherwise 
melancholy day for the home 
supporters, made second-top 
score* of 19, including three 
fours. 

Struck 

The injured leg meant Lamb 
had considerable difficulty dod- 
ging short-paced deliveries and 
three times he was struck painful 
blows on the hand and chest by 
Curtly Ambrose. 

With the last pai rat the wickeL 
Ambrose bowled two bouncers 
at Lamb and was warned by the 
umpire. The paceman's response 
was another short-pitched 
delivery, another rap on the hand 
for Lamb and two more boun- 
cers in the next over. 

Another warning followed, 
accompanied by slow handclap- 
ping from the Headingley crowd. 
Undismayed, Ambrose finally 
accounted for his rival in Lhe next 
over, caught behind the wicket. 


Lamb had arrived at the crease 
at 105 forsix with England's slen- 
der hopes of victory already in 
tatters after a pre-tea collapse 
saw four prime wickets go for 29. 

As Lamb struggled on. wickets 
continued to fall regularly at the 
other end and now not even the 
weather can prevent the West 
Indies wrapping up the series. 
Even if it rained all day 
tomorrow they would remain 2-0 
up with only one match left. 

The West Indies had started 
the day on 238 for eight in their 
first innings. 37 ahead, and 
England badly needed to contain 
them. 

But after running out Winston 
Benjamin for nine. England fell 
foul of a last wicket partnership 
of 30 between Roger Harper (56) 
and Courtney Walsh, unbeaten 
on nine, which look the tourists 
to 275 all out. 

In view of England's frail bai- 
ling. that represented a more 
than useful lead of 74 and al- 
though openers Graham Gooch 1 
and Tim Curtis managed an- 
opening partnership of 56 it was 
not too long before the flood- 
gates opened. 

Ambrose bowled Curtis for 12 
and Gooch went fora creditable 
50, caught by Carl Hooper ofT 
Walsh. After that only Bill Athey 
and Robin Smith, with 1 1 apiece, 
and Lamb reached double 
figures.
